New  Runners  Fill  Void  In  Top  Seven

Sean  Hamilton  '06  looked 
strong  as  he  led  the  Andover 
Boys  Cross 

Country  pack  to  the 
finish  line  in 
Saturday's  time 
trial. 

Overall,  the 
time-trial  was  an 
awesome  success, 
as  new  and  old  runners  compet- 
ed and  set  the  pace  for  the  com- 
ing season. 

Any  premonitions  that  this 
was  to  be  a 'developing'  season 
were  all  but  abolished  by  this 
first  successful  race. 

Fifteen  of  the  twenty-three 
athletes  ran  personal  record 
times,  either  running  the  course 

for  the  first  time  or  improving 
upon  their  records  from  previ- 
ous seasons,  and  the  future  is 
looking  extremely  bright  for  the 
upcoming  season. 

The  Andover  course  is  a rel- 


atively hilly  one,  challenging 
runners  with  various  terrains 
including  grass,  concrete,  and 
dirt. 

The  course's  first  mile 
begins  with  a lap  around  the 
Great  Lawn,  continues  behind 
the  Chapel  and  across  the  knoll 
into  the  Sanctuary. 

After  running  the  first  two 
miles,  runners  are  humbled  by 
the  infamously  steep  Heartbreak 
Hill  before  exiting  the  sanctuary 
and  heading  back  up  to  the 
Great  Lawn  for  one  last  grueling 
mile. 

Cross-country  veterans 
made  up  four  of  the  top  seven 
finishers,  showing  a strong  front 
to  start  of  the  season. 

Captain  Hamilton  led  the 
team,  running  a personal  record 
of  16  minutes,  57  seconds,  and 
setting  a high  bar  for  the  rest  of 
the  season. 

Not  far  behind  Ben  Bramhall 
'07  crossed  the  line  at  his  best 
time  yet  of  17:12.  In  sixth  place 
Addison  Godine  '07  finished 


with  a strong  personal  best  of 
18:32. 

On  his  heels  finished  return- 
er Dave  Heighington  '06,  who 
rounded  out  the  top  seven  with  a 
strong  18:33. 

Athletes  new  to  the  team 
quickly  and  easily  filled  the 
sizeable  hole  left  from  graduat- 
ing. 

In  his  first  time  on  the 
course,  Kentaro  Watari  '07  fin- 
ished third  with  an  amazing  per- 
sonal record  of  17:34.  New  jun- 
ior 

Dave  Wilson  '09  ran  a fan- 
tastic race,  finishing  with  the  | 
older  veterans  at  18:08  min,  a 
great  way  to  start  off  his  cross 
country  career  as  a new  member 
of  the  team. 

Behind  him  was  another 
new  runner,  Sean  Beckett  '07, 
who  ran  an  admirable  18:28 
race. 

Andover's  second  seven 
looks  equally  promising,  with 
Nate  Thomas  '08  running  a j 
strong  18:47. 

Said  Thomas  of  the  time-  j 
trial.  “We  have  a really  excel-  j 
lent  Junior  squad  this  year,  and 
a ton  of  people  have  improved.” 

He  continued,  “So  far  we 
are  a better  team  than  last  year 
and  we  have  been  training  a lot 
harder.” 

Behind  Thomas  were  Alex 
Hugon  '07  and  Jeff  Martin  '07 
who  both  ran  personal  records, 
along  with  newcomer  Eli  Howe 
'08  close  behind. 

Rounding  out  the  second 
seven  were  Nick  Bowen  '06  and 
Greg  Hsu  '06,  finishing  neck 
and  neck  at  19:16  and  19:17. 

It  seems  that  an  extremely 
bright  future  lies  ahead  for  this 
young  team,  as  the  top  runners  j 
look  forward  to  the  Canterbury 
Invitational  this  coming 
Saturday.

PA  Boys  Cross  Country  Captures  Canterbury  Invitational  Trophy 


For  the  fifth  time  in  the  past  six  years,  Andover's  boys  cross  country  team  won  the  season  opening 
Canterbury  Invitational  on  Saturday.  This  year  the  team  finished  first  among  ten  schools 
participating.  Coach  Jon  Stableford  reflects  on  the  day's  events: 

Over  the  past  six  years  our  participation  in  the  Canterbury  Invitational  has  given  us  an  early  check 
on  what  kind  of  team  we  might  become.  Because  the  course  is  hilly  and  challenging,  the  teams 
often  uneven  in  fitness  at  this  early  juncture,  and  some  coaches  reluctant  to  test  everyone  so  early, 
results  must  be  read  with  a cautious  eye.  Nonetheless,  we  feel  pretty  good  about  our  performance 
on  this  initial  test. 

As  we  prepared  in  the  week  before,  we  knew  three  things:  Loomis  Chaffee  would  bring  a solid 
team,  Cushing  would  be  coming  with  the  Taye  brothers  who  are  two  of  the  finest  schoolboy  runners 
in  the  country,  and  Blair  would  arrive  with  five  of  their  top  six  runners  from  last  year's  team  that 
finished  just  four  points  behind  us  at  Canterbury.  Our  goals  on  Saturday  were  to  finish  with  five 
runners  in  the  top  fifteen  and  to  have  each  of  these  five  finish  the  5K  in  less  than  eighteen  minutes. 
We  accomplished  both. 

As  it  turned  out,  we  had  the  race  under  control  after  the  first  mile.  A fast  start  led  out  by  the  two 
Tayes  and  Deerfield's  Nick  Blixt  pulled  along  Andover's  Sean  Hamilton,  Ben  Bramhall,  and  Kentaro 
Watari,  safely  off  the  leaders'  pace  but  also  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  pack.  Seven  Andover  runners 
passed  the  mile  mark  looking  strong  and  running  ahead  of  every  other  team's  top  five;  and  as  they 
completed  the  long  hill  in  the  second  mile,  all  they  had  to  do  was  hold  their  positions  to  easily  win 
the  championship. 

They  did  better  than  that.  All  seven  ran  PR's  for  the  5K  on  a challenging  course.  Sean  Hamilton 
finished  fifth  overall  in  16:52,  followed  by  Ben  Bramhall  (17:00)  and  Kentaro  Watari  (17:04). 
Addison  Godine  (13th/  17:42)  and  Dave  Wilson  (14th/  17:49)  rounded  out  Andover's  scoring;  not 
far  behind  came  Sean  Becket  (23rd/  18:18)  and  Dave  Heighington  (25th/  18:24).  Any  combination 
of  five  of  Andover's  seven  runners  would  score  low  enough  to  beat  all  the  other  teams  in  the  race:

3.  Loomis  Chaffee  103  a tie  settled  by  LC's  sixth  runner 
3.  Blair  103

What  this  all  means  is  an  intriguing  mystery.  Strong  teams  from  St.  Paul's  and  Exeter  await  us 
down  the  line,  but  this  is  a team  with  potential.  Five  of  the  seven  who  competed  at  Canterbury  are 
underclassmen,  including  one  ninth  grader,  one  tenth  grader,  and  three  eleventh  graders.  Two 
runners  - Godine  and  Watari  - are  converts  from  the  soccer  program,  running  their  first  races  for 
Andover;  so  their  strong  showings  are  especially  impressive.  Can  the  team  continue  to  develop  at 
this  rate,  blending  the  talents  of  these  runners  with  the  thirty  teammates  who  remained  in  Andover 
to  run  a time  trial?  We  will  see.

past  week. 

The  race  began  with  a quick 
start  off  the  line;  Captain 
Hamilton  positioned  himself  at 
the  front  of  the  pack,  along  with 
Kentaro  Watari  '07,  Dave 
Wilson  '09  and  Ben  Bramhall 
'07.  After  the  first  mile,  the 
pack  entered  the  Sanctuary  to 
climb  the  long  Log  Cabin  hill, 
where  runners  spread  out  signif- 
icantly. Hamilton  looked  strong 
going  into  his  third  mile,  dash- 
ing up  the  infamous  Heartbreak 
Hill  and  leading  the  race  onto 
the  last  stretch  of  the  Great 
Lawn. 

Though  the  Andover  runners 
ran  excellent  races  on  their 
home  course,  Exeter  athletes  put 
on  an  impressive  show.  After 
Captain  Hamilton,  three  Exeter 
runners  finished  before 
Andover's  second  runner, 
Watari.  Watari  finished  in  fifth 
place  with  a time  of  17:06. 

Dave  Wilson  '09  followed 
two  other  Exeter  runners  and 
one  lone  Loomis  runner  into  the 
finish  line  with  a personal 
record  time  of  17:30  and  a ninth 
place  finish.  Not  far  behind. 


Bramhall  ran  an  11th  place  fin- 
ish at  17:34,  rounding  out 
Andover’s  runners  in  the  top  fif- 
teen. 

Running  fifth  for  Andover, 
with  a time  of  17:48,  Addison 
Godine  '07  finished  strong  in 
sixteenth  place  after  a handful 
of  Exeter  runners.  In  24th 
place,  Nate  Thomas  '08  ran  a 
personal  best  of  18:26.  Trailing 
Thomas  was  Dave  Heighington 
'06  in  27th  place,  running  the 
course  in  18:30. 

The  race  was  not  officially 
scored,  as  it  was  meant  to  be  a 
fun  no-pressure  competition.  If 
it  had  been  scored,  Exeter  would 
have  beaten  Andover  by  twenty 
points.  However,  Andover 
looks  to  overcome  Exeter's 
tough  competition  as  the  season 
progresses. 

Said  Captain  Hamilton  of 
the  tough  competition,  “Now  we 
know  what  we  have  to  do  to  beat 
[Exeter]  and  we  will  continue  to 
train  hard  with  that  goal  in 
mind.  With  additional  racing 
experience  for  some  of  the 
newer  runners,  recovery  from 
injuries  and  sickness,  and  some 


more  training,  we  should  be 
back  on  par  with  Exeter  and 
ready  to  compete  in  November.” 

The  second  boys  race  was  a 
larger  one,  consisting  of 
Andover's  second  seven  and  all 
other  team  members.  On  the 
last  sprint  of  the  third  mile, 
Greg  Hsu  '05  finished  in  first 
with  a time  of  18:20. 

Andover  had  a strong  pack 
trailing  Hsu,  with  Elias  Howe

Indeed  the  miserable  weather 
conditions  radically  affected  the 
race  times,  as  most  athletes  ran 
races  almost  a minute  slower  than 
usual.

Said  Bramhall  of  the  success, 
“Despite  the  fact  that  there  were 
what  seemed  like  small  ponds 
scattered  throughout  the  course, 
our  front  pack  really  condensed, 
bringing  our  fifth  runner  in  only  35 
seconds  after  our  first,  which  is 
exactly  what  we  need  to  win 
Interschols.” 


Brooks’  athletes  failed  to  come 
up  with  enough  to  challenge  the 
strong  Andover  team.  The  first 
Brooks  runner  finished  behind  all 
of  Andover's  top  five  athletes, 
resulting  in  a shutout  score  of  15- 
42. 

After  a large  pack  of  Brooks 
and  St.  Paul's  runners,  Andover's 
second  wind  crossed  the  line. 
Geoff  Martin  '07  ran  a time  of 
19:26  and  captured  a 17th  place 
finish. 

A little  while  later,  Alex 
Hugon  '07  and  Dave  Heighington

As  the  race  entered  the 
Sanctuary,  Andover  looked  to 
have  the  entire  race  under 
wraps. 

At  the  first  mile  mark, 
Hamilton,  Bramhall,  and  Watari 
looked  strong,  and  Dave  Wilson 
'09  followed,  a noticeable  addi- 
tion to  the  front  pack. 

Challenged  by  a lone  NMH 
runner,  Andover's  second  pack 
followed. 

Addison  Godine  '07,  Nick 
Bowen  '06,  and  Mike  Discenza 
'09  each  pushed  each  other  for- 
wards, beginning  the  second 
mile  up  the  Log  Cabin  Hill. 

By  the  time  the  athletes 
reached  Heartbreak  Hill, 
Andover's  win  seemed  secure. 

The  first  seven  runners  were 
all  Andover  athletes,  and  there 
was  less  than  a mile  left  in  the 
race. 

As  the  leading  pack  reached 
the  Great  Lawn,  Captain 
Hamilton  had  gaihed  a consider- 
able lead,  followed  by  Bramhall 
and  Watari. 

Watari's  finishing  kick  mini- 
mized the  gap  between  second 
and  third  place.  A bit  further 
back,  Godine,  Bowen,  and 
Discenza  reached  the  Lawn,  and 


for  a moment,  only  Andover's 
top  seven  were  visible. 

Overall,  the  Andover  ath- 
letes successfully  pushed  each 
other  to  their  respective  limits 
without  help  from  NMH. 

Captain  Hamilton  came  in  at 
an  impressive  personal  best 
time  of  16:33,  winning  the  race 
with  a considerable  lead. 
Bramhall  followed  at  16:54, 
also  a personal  record. 

Watari  trailed  closely  behind 
at  17:00,  and  Wilson  had  a great 
race  at  17:04. 

Shortly  after  the  first  four 
crossed  the  line,  Andover's 
remaining  three  finished. 
Godine  led  the  pack  at  17:27,  a 
personal  best  time. 

Only  one  second  later 
Bowen  followed.  Trailing 
closely,  Discenza  placed  sev- 
enth at  17:30,  a time  roughly  30 
seconds  faster  than  his  previous 
performance. 

Eighth  place  saw  NMH's 
first  runner  crossing  the  line, 
securing  a complete  shut  out 
win  for  Andover. 

Greg  Hsu  '06  shattered  his 
personal  best  time,  running  in  at 
17:53.  Dave  Heighington  '06 
followed  with  a time  of  17:57, 
finishing  up  for  Andover's  nine 
Varsity  runners. 


Captain  Hamilton  was 
extremely  content  with  the  out 
come  of  the  race.  He  said,  “It 
was  a superb  day  overall,  with 
nearly  everyone  setting  new 
personal  records  with  some 
colossal  improvements.  I was 
especially  pleased  that  the  guys 


could  push  each  other  to  spec- 
tacular times  with  minimal  com- 
petition from  the  opponents  dur- 
ing the  race.  It  truly  shows  how 
tough  of  a team  we  are.” 

The  team  races  Deerfield 
this  weekend  on  a slightly  short- 
er course.

Andover's  depth  is 
to  thank  for  an 
21-38  victory  as 
Andover's  top  seven  proved  too 
much  for  Deerfield  to  handle. 

Andover  saw  three  ninth 
graders  in  the  top  seven,  proving 
that  the  young  team  continues  to 
grow  stronger  as  the  end  of  the 
season  approaches. 

Due  to  flooding,  Deerfield 
altered  its  regular  course,  making 
the  distance  an  unknown  length 
just  over  the  regular  3.1  miles.  Rat 
Hill,  shortly  through  the  first  mile, 
almost  resembled  a small  cliff. 

As  the  gun  went  off, 
Deerfield's  twenty-year-old  num- 
ber-one runner  Nick  Blixt  '06  got 
off  to  a fast  start,  establishing  a 
quick  thirty  foot  lead  over  Captain 
Hamilton.  Scrambling  up  Rat  Hill, 
the  main  group  saw  blue  and  green 
intermixed,  with  Ben  Bramhall 
'07,  Ken  taro  Watari  '07,  and 
Addison  Godine  '07  leading  the 
mass. 

Hamilton  fought  to  stay  close 
to  Blixt,  who  set  a speedy  pace  for 
the  first  mile,  coming  in  at  under 
five  minutes.  Bramhall  and  Watari 
followed,  unchallenged  by 
Deerfield's  second  runner.  Godine 
and  Dave  Wilson  '09  competed 
with  Deerfield's  second  fastest  for 
most  of  the  race. 

The  two-mile  mark  saw  Blixt 
pull  away  from  Hamilton  and  the 
main  pack.  Blixt  would  continue 
to  win  the  race  with  a time  of 
16:18.  Fatigued  from  the  blister- 
ing pace  set  by  Deerfield’s  number 
one,  Hamilton  faded  slightly  at  the 
end,  but  maintained  his  position 
well.  The  finish  saw  Hamilton 
sprinting  in  at  16:52,  a spectacular 
time  for  the  lengthy  course. 


Meanwhile,  Bramhall  and 
Watari  moved  up  on  Hamilton  in 
the  final  mile,  gradually  shortening 
the  gap.  Godine,  running  his  best 
race  to  date,  moved  past 
Deerfield's  second  runner  to  finish 
in  fifth  place  at  17:24.  Wilson  and 
Deerfield’s  second  were  side  by 
side  going  into  the  final  stretch, 
but  the  Deerfield  senior  pulled 
ahead  of  Andover's  junior,  award- 
ing sixth  place  to  Deerfield  and 
seventh  place  to  Andover's  Wilson. 
Mike  Discenza  '09  followed,  and 
although  he  struggled  with  a stitch 


for  the  majority  of  the  race,  he  was 
able  to  run  through  it  to  an  eighth 
place  finish  in  a time  of  17:52. 

Eh  Howe  '09  finished  just 
behind  Deerfield's  third  runner  at 
18:03,  placing  10th  overall  and 
rounding  out  Andover's  top  seven. 
Trailing  behind  Howe,  Nick 
Bowen  '06  and  Dave  Heighington 
'06  finished  at  18:20  and  18:26, 
respectively.  Two  Deerfield  run- 
ners separated  Bowen  and 
Heighington  from  Greg  Hsu  '06, 
who  finished  up  for  Andover  at 
18:43.

11/5/2005  - Boys  Cross-Country  Outruns  Exeter  25  - 30 


The  boys  finished  the  season  undefeated  in  dual  meet  competition  (and  having  won  the  Canterbury 
Invitational),  but  we  know  we  slipped  by  Exeter  yesterday.  It  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  races  we 
have  had  in  years.  Both  teams  entered  the  race  undefeated,  and  if  you  look  at  comparative  scores 
from  our  races  against  the  same  teams,  it  looked  as  if  Exeter  had  a slight  edge.  We  knew  it  would 
boil  down  to  which  team  was  tougher  on  the  given  day,  and  on  Saturday  it  was  Andover. 

Andover  entered  ten  racers  in  the  varsity  event,  Exeter,  eight;  and  from  the  start,  a knot  of  red  and 
white  jerseys  formed  and  continued  through  the  Sanctuary  gates.  The  first  mile  actually  went 
slowly,  tactically;  and  it  was  clear  that  either  Exeter  was  trying  to  hold  its  pack  together  or  that 
both  teams  were  remaining  cautious.  In  the  ascent  to  the  Log  Cabin,  the  Andover  runners  began  to 
push  the  pace,  and  the  knot  began  to  loosen.  Not  far  into  the  second  mile  Exeter's  third  racer 
developed  breathing  problems  and  slipped  back,  creating  a dilemma  for  Exeter's  others:  should  they 
all  move  up  to  race  Andover's  front-runners,  or  sit  back  and  continue  to  race  cautiously?  As  the 
teams  emerged  from  the  gates,  it  was  clear  that  the  Exeter  pack  had  decided  to  push  forward. 
Exeter's  Bruce  Hallett  emerged  first,  as  expected,  followed  by  Andover's  Sean  Hamilton.  Chasing 
Hamilton  and  gaining  was  Exeter's  Alex  Godfrey. 

The  strategic  part  of  the  race  emerged  from  the  gates  behind  these  first  three,  and  it  was  clear  to 
the  coaches  from  both  schools  that  the  race  would  be  decided  in  the  final  .7  mile.  Ben  Bramhall  led 
a group  of  five  Andover  and  three  Exeter  runners,  he  with  a safe  lead,  but  the  others  re-knotted. 
Kentaro  Watari  followed  Bramhall,  but  it  was  clear  that  he  was  barely  hanging  on;  all  week  he  had 
struggled  with  stomach  problems,  and  he  was  running  on  sheer  determination.  An  Exeter  runner 
followed  Watari  by  a few  meters  and  was  beginning  to  gain.  Thirty  meters  later  the  rest  of 
Andover's  scorers  - Dave  Wilson,  Mike  Discenza,  and  Addison  Godine  - emerged  with  two  more 
Exeter  runners. 

By  the  time  the  runners  entered  the  Great  Lawn,  Hallet  had  lengthened  his  lead,  and  Godfrey  had 
passed  Hamilton,  giving  them  a clear  one-two  for  the  race.  However,  the  runner  who  had  been  third 
for  Exeter  had  faded  to  a spot  behind  the  whole  pack,  and  Discenza,  who  had  suddenly  moved 
ahead,  Wilson,  and  Godine  were  left  to  battle  two  Exeter  runners.  An  Andover  victory  was  in  sight, 
but  not  yet  won.  In  the  final  third  of  a mile,  Wilson  and  Discenza  dispatched  the  two  Exeter  runners; 
Discenza  showed  the  stronger  finish,  actually  moving  ahead  of  Watari,  but  Wilson's  kick  past  the 
two  Exeter  runners  was  decisive  and  sudden.  Godine  finished  a step  behind  Exeter's  fourth  and 
displaced  their  fifth.  Andover's  Eli  Howe,  Nick  Bowen,  Geoff  Martin,  and  Dave  Heighington  crossed 
behind  Exeter's  seventh  runner.  With  the  relative  heat  and  the  slowed  pace  of  the  first  mile,  the 
times  were  not  great:  Hallet  (16:21),  Godfrey  (16:31),  and  Hamilton  (16:46)  were  the  only  runners 
under  seventeen  minutes,  but  the  rest  of  the  scorers  streaked  in  in  the  low  seventeens.  Of  the 
Andover  runners,  only  Discenza  ran  a personal  best. 


BXC  Second  at  ’Schols, 
Hamilton  Finishes  Fourth

The  Boys  Varsity  Cross 
Country  team  captured  an 
admirable  second 
place  finish  at  the 
NEPSTA  Division 
I Championships 
at  Taft  last 
Saturday. 

Despite  an 
excellent  final  race 
by  Captain  Sean  Hamilton  '06, 

Andover  was  unable  to 
match  Exeter's  toughness,  and 
the  final  score  saw  Exeter  win- 
ning with  40  points  to 
Andover's  second  place  of  87 
points. 

Choate  placed  third  with 
only  a one  point  difference 
between  the  two  teams. 

The  Taft  course  was  rela- 
tively flat,  with  a quick  start. 

After  the  first  800  meters, 
athletes  faced  a steady  uphill 
followed  by  a steady  downhill 
piece  that  looped  back  to  the 
foot  of  the  hill. 

This  loop  was  repeated 
before  runners  retraced  the  start 
back  to  the  finish  line. 

The  course  was  almost  all 
grassy  terrain,  making  spikes  a 
necessity,  and  previous  rains 
made  some  parts  muddy  and 
slippery. 

A poor  start  to  the  race 
found  the  Andover  runners, 
squeezed  from  both  sides  and 
unexpectedly  stuck  behind  an 
enormous  pack  of  athletes. 

The  beginning  of  the  race 
proceeded  slowly  for  Andover, 
as  runners  struggled  to  break 
through  the  mass  of  people. 

This  unfortunate  start  to  the 
race  would  not  stifle  the  team's 
performance,  as  many  Andover 
runners  tenaciously  fought  their 
way  to  the  front  pack. 

As  the  runners  climbed  the 
first  steady  incline.  Captain 
Hamilton  gradually  caught  up  to 
the  front  pack  that  included  a 
group  of  athletes  that  had  fin- 
ished before  Hamilton  in  previ- 
ous dual  meets. 

Also  in  good  position  was 
Addison  Godine  '07. 

Up  the  first  hill,  Andover's 
three  other  top  runners,  Ben 
Bramhall  '07,  Kentaro  Watari 


'07,  and  Dave  Wilson  '09, 
fought  to  improve  their  respec- 
tive positions. 

Although  most  Andover  run- 
ners struggled  through  the 
course,  Captain  Hamilton  fin- 
ished his  high  school  cross 
country  career  with  a fantastic 
race. 

Sprinting  to  the  line  at 
16:47,  Hamilton  finished  in 
fourth  place  overall. 

Andover's  second  runner, 
Watari,  finished  in  15th  place 
overall  at  a commendable 
17:24. 

Godine  followed  only  tenths 
of  a second  behind,  also  finish- 
ing at  17:24  in  16th  place. 

The  young  Varsity  team  saw 
three  ninth  graders  competing, 
all  who  ran  excellent  races  and 
gained  experience  for  years  to  j 
come. 

Dave  Wilson  '09  finished  in 
22nd  place  with  a time  of  17:31. 
Mike  Discenza  '09  followed  in 
30th  place  with  a time  of  17:45 
to  round  out  Andover’s  scoring 
top  five. 

Ben  Bramhall  '07,  who  was 
predicted  to  capture  a top  10 
finish,  came  in  at  17:52  in  36th 
place. 

After  the  slow  start, 
Bramhall  was  unable  to  get 
through  the  crowd. 

In  41st  place,  Eli  Howe  '09 
rounded  out  Andover's  Varsity 
with  a time  of  18:05. 

Although  the  Interschols 
results  did  not  turn  out  as  antic- 
ipated, overall  the  team  had  a 
fantastic  season. 

Head  Coach  Jonathan 
Stableford  said  of  Andover's 
performance:  “Saturday's  races 
did  not  work  out  as  we  had 
hoped,  but  certainly  not  for  a 
lack  of  trying. 

He  continued,  “We  just  had 
a bad  day.  Nothing  that  hap- 
pened on  Saturday  can  diminish 
the  wonderful  season  we  had, 
putting  together  undefeated 
records  for  Varsity  and  JV  in 
dual  meets,  all  with  a team  of 
newcomers  led  by  a few  very 
good  experienced  runners.  “ 

The  team  is  content  with 
their  season  and  looks  forward 
to  next  fall.

The  “White”  race  was 
intended  for  athletes  who  could 
complete  the  course  in  less  than  23 
minutes  and  the  “Blue”  race  was 
for  athletes  who  were  expected  to 
run  the  course  in  over  23  minutes. 


Captain  Katie  Faulkner  '06  fin- 
ished second  in  the  “White”  race 
with  an  outstanding  time  of  19:36, 
seconds  off  the  leading  Exeter 
racer. 

Katherine  Adams  '06  said, 
“Katie  is  such  a positive  influence 
and  leader  on  the  team.  It's  clear  to 
everyone  that  she  pushes  herself  to 
her  maximum  at  every  practice 
and  every  race,  and  she  also  makes 
the  effort  to  identify  with  each  girl 
on  the  team,  no  matter  what  her 
level.” 

Breezy  Jordan  '09,  Andover's 
most  promising  new  runner,  fol- 
lowed close  behind  in  fifth  with  a 
time  of  19:58.  Veterans  Jen 
Downing  '08,  Adams,  and  Sara  Ho 
'08  all  completed  the  race  within  a 
minute  of  each  other,  placing  7th, 
13th,  and  14th,  respectively.  Of  the 
ten  athletes  entered  in  the  “White” 
race,  all  finished  almost  a minute 
under  the  projected  time  of  23 
minutes. 

Andover  placed  three  runners 
in  the  top  four  of  the  “Blue”  race, 
with  Sarah  Cohan  '08  capturing 
second  with  a time  of  21:44  and 
Kie  Watanabe  '09  and  Kit  Harris 
'07  tied  for  third  with  a time  of 
22:14.  Emma  Wood  '07  and  Allie 
Theriault  '09  rounded  out  the  top  i 
ten,  placing  sixth  and  ninth, 
respectively. 

Of  these  five,  only  one  had 
ever  raced  before.  Although  the 
cutoff  time  for  the  “Blue”  race  was 
23  minutes,  Cohan,  Wantabe, 
Harris,  and  Wood  all  finished  well 
under  23,  with  Theriault  only  eight 
seconds  over. 

Coach  Lang  said,  “If  you  look 
at  the  times  from  this  point  last 
year  and  compare  them  with  those 
from  Saturday,  you  can  see  that 
nearly  everyone  has  improved.

Not  far 
behind,  Katherine  Adams  '06 
crossed  the  line  with  a time  of 
21:07  and  Sara  Ho  '08  just  one 
second  after  with  21:08. 
Rounding  out  the  top  seven  was 
Beryl  Dewdney  '09  with  a time 
of  21:18. 

Andover  trained  through  this 
meet,  viewing  the  race  as  more 
of  a workout  than  an  all-out 
competition.  Coach  Lang's  goal 
is  to  increase  the  team's  stamina 
so  that  they  are  well  prepared  for 
Interschols. 

Consequently,  the  team  has 
been  pushing  itself  to  its  maxi- 
mum at  every  practice.  The  pre- 
vious week's  practice  totaled  just 
under  twenty-five  miles,  and  that 
was  with  a cancellation  from 
rain. 

Because  of  the  intensive 
training,  many  runners 
approached  the  line  fatigued  and 
the  times  were,  as  a whole,  slow- 
er than  last  week.  However, 


eleven  runners  finished  the  race 
with  seasonal  bests,  and  thirteen 
girls  ran  under  the  twenty-three 
minute  mark. 

Sarah  Dowd  '06,  in  one  of 
the  most  impressive  performanc- 
es of  the  day,  dropped  two  min- 
utes and  45  seconds  off  her  best 
time  to  finish  eleventh  in  21:34. 

Despite  the  unfavorable  con- 
ditions, a general  feeling  of 
excitement  and  anticipation  hov- 
ered over  the  team  before  the 
race. 

Adams  commented,  “I 
thought  it  was  going  to  be  fun 
because  we  were  like  warriors.  I 
mean,  the  rain's  coming  down, 
the  course  is  slippery,  and  it's 
basically  a survival  of  the 
fittest.” 

Anne  Elder  '09,  who 
obtained  a personal  best,  agreed, 
commenting,  “I  thought  it  was  a 
lot  of  fun  running  in  the  rain 
because  the  coolness  of  the  rain 
made  you  feel  better  as  you 
went.” 

Andover's  course  is  demand- 
ing in  the  best  of  times,  but  j 
Saturday's  conditions  brought 
the  difficulty  up  to  a whole  new 
level.  The  Great  Lawn  was 
swampy  and  slippery,  making 
footing  tough  at  the  start  and  fin- 
ish of  the  race. 

The  sanctuary  proved  diffi- 
cult as  well  because  of  puddles 
that  interrupted  the  flow  of 
course,  and  the  hill  leading  up  to 
the  log  cabin  was  particularly 
tricky  for  athletes  because  of  the 
combination  of  slippery  slopes 
and  rocky  terrain.

Continued  from  Page  12,  Column  1 
in  the  final  stretch.”

ed  to  be  around  3.1  miles.

Being  known  as  “the  fastest 
team  in  New  England”  is  some- 
thing most  cross 
country  teams  can 
only  dream  about. 
But  completely 
dominating  the 
NEPSTA  Cross 
Country 
Championships  at 
both  the  Varsity  and  JV  levels  as 
the  Andover  Girls  Varsity  Cross 
Country  team  did  on  Saturday  is 
nothing  short  of  incredible. 

Andover  won  the  Varsity  race 
for  the  first  time  since  1999  with 
44  points,  15  points  ahead  of 
archrival  Exeter,  to  whom  it  had 
lost  the  previous  weekend,  and 
34  ahead  of  third  place  Loomis- 
Chaffee.  Although  the  team  did 
not  place  any  runners  in  the  top 
five,  Andover,  with  its  superior 
depth,  nonetheless  pulled  off  a 
decisive  win. 

Erika  Roddy  '07  finished  in 


sixth  place  with  a personal  best 
time  of  19:42,  28  seconds  off  the 
leader.  Although  she  was  injured 
for  the  majority  of  the  season, 
Roddy  was  Andover’s  fastest  run- 
ner of  the  day.  She  led  in  a fast 
Andover  pack  that  took  sixth 
through  ninth  place.  Captain 
Katie  Faulkner  '06  trailed  Roddy 
by  four  seconds  and  took  seventh 
place,  with  Jen  Downing  '08  not 
far  behind,  taking  eighth  and 
tying  her  personal  best  time  of 
19:51.  Berol  Dewdney  '09  took 
ninth  with  a personal  best  time  of 
19:55. 

Brianna  Jordan  '09  and 
Abigail  Levene  '09  followed  in 
14th  and  15th  places,  respective- 
ly, with  times  of  20:24  and  20:26. 
Katherine  Adams  '06  rounded  out 
the  Varsity  seven  in  22nd  place 
with  a time  of  20:59,  two  seconds 
off  of  her  personal  best. 

Although  the  top  five  con- 
tained two  runners  each  from 
Exeter  and  Loomis,  Andover's 
depth  brought  it  the  win.  By  dis- 
placement, all  seven  Andover 
runners  were  able  to  contribute  to 


the  score. 

The  top  15  runners  in  the 
Varsity  race  are  named  to  the  “All 
New  England  Cross  Country 
Team.”  Andover's  depth  and 
sheer  talent  became  apparent  as  it 
was  able  to  send  six  runners, 
Roddy,  Captain  Faulkner, 
Downing,  Dewdney,  Jordan,  and 
Levene,  to  the  team,  more  than 
any  other  school. 

Captain  Faulkner  said,  “It's 
not  because  of  any  one  individual 
that  we  became  the  fastest  team 
in  New  England  on  Saturday. 
We've  run  together  all  season;  we 
all  earned  this  victory.  Every  girl 
who  raced  pushed  herself  far 
beyond  her  limits,  even  when,  as 
was  the  case  in  the  JV  race,  her 
only  competition  was  her  team- 
mates.” 

Before  the  JV  race,  Coach 
Lang  told  her  team  that  the  top 
ten  should  contain  “a  strong 
Andover  presence.”  The  team 
took  her  words  literally,  placing 
all  ten  runners  in  the  top  11,  win- 
ning with  a perfect  score.

Under  the  Saturday  night

15.  Joey  Lokitis  '06  threw  for 
over  200  yards  and  three  touch- 
downs, and  Charlie  Houghton  '06 
ran  for  over  150  yards  and  two 
touchdowns  to  lead  Andover  to 
victory.  Worcester,  last  year's 
New  England  runner-up,  entered 
the  game  with  a 4-1  record  and  a 
tough  run  defense. 

Right  from  the  first  whistle, 
the  Worcester  defense  stacked 
eight  men  up  on  the  line  of  scrim- 
mage to  try  to  stop  the  running 
game  of  Houghton  and  Matt 
Fernandez  '06.

Doomed  by  Early  Goals,  Boys  Soccer 
Suffers  2- 1 Loss  to  Rival  Exeter  Team

After  1 8 Years  of  Coaching, 
Coach  Scott  Takes  His  Leave

November  12,  2005  marked  a 
special  moment  for  boys  soccer 
coach  Bill  Scott.  It  was  his  last 
game  after  18  years  of  coaching 
at  Andover. 

Coach  Scott  is  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  high  school 
coaches  of  the  last  three  decades. 

He  won  two  championships 
with  Suffield  Academy  before 
coming  to  Andover  and  won 
back-to-back  titles  with  Andover 
in  '94  and  '95. 

He  has  always  produced 
extremely  competitive  teams, 
evident  in  the  39-13-10  record  he 
holds  over  the  last  four  years. 

His  coaching  has  extended  far 
past  the  high  school  level,  how- 
ever. In  1997  he  went  on  sabbati- 
cal to  coach  at  Stanford.  Last  year 
Coach  Scott  traveled  to  Engiand 
and  earned  his  Premier  Coaching 
License,  the  highest  coaching 
license. 

To  the  players  and  fans,  how- 
ever, Coach  Scott's  contributions 
to  the  Andover  program  have 
been  much  more  meaningful  than 
his  winning  record. 

We  could  fill  pages  with  his 
accomplishments  and  awards,  but 
to  us,  he  has  been  so  much  more 
than  a soccer  guru. 

To  every  player  he  has 
coached,  he  has  left  an  indelible 
impression. 

For  Coach  Scott  the  job  was 
about  much  more  than  calling 
great  plays,  it  was  about  being  a 
mentor  on  and  off  the  field. 

Through  his  years  of  success- 
ful coaching,  Coach  Scott  has 
attained  prestige  and  acclaim 
from  far  beyond  just  the  Andover 
community.  He  has  spread  his 
virtue  and  knowledge  to  anyone 
who  has  been  graced  with  his 
presence.  As  the  Scottish  PG 
Rory  MacRae  '05  says,  “He  has 
many  friends  far  and  wide...” 

As  a result,  his  recruiting  has 
been  second  to  none,  bringing  in 
talented  players  from  overseas 
(which  not  even  Winchendon 
could  rival). 

In  terms  of  preparing  his  col- 


lege bound  players,  he  has  pro- 
vided a crucial  link  between  play- 
ers and  college  coaches.  Four 
year  senior  TJ  Thompson 
exclaims,  “He  literally  knows 
everybody!” 

We  speak  on  behalf  of  the 
entire  Andover  community  when 
we  say  we  are  lucky  to  have  been 
touched  and  influenced  by  Coach 
Scott. 

Justin  Wu  '06  added,  “I  would 
play  for  Coach  Scott  at  Andover 
over  any  other  team  in  New 
England.”  Talk  to  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  team,  and  you'll  get  a 
similar  response. 

Bottom  line,  Coach  Scott  is 
classy.  Through  his  years  of  influ- 
encing the  many  students  at 
Andover,  he  has  stressed  the  fact 
that  it  is  not  all  about  winning. 

This  year's  soccer  season  was 
an  emotional  test  for  Coach  Scott 
as  well  as  the  entire  team. 

We  knew  coming  into  this 
season  that  it  would  be  Coach 
Scott's  last  and  we  were  deter- 
mined to  send  him  off  on  a good 
note.  Looking  at  it  now,  we  real- 
ize that  Coach  was  not  only 
thinking  about  how  we  were 
going  to  get  a result,  he  was 
thinking  about  coaching  his  last 
home  game,  coming  to  practice 
for  the  last  time  on  a Monday 
afternoon,  leading  the  team 
through  his  last  Andover/Exeter 
game.  Although  the  result  was 
not  exactly  how  we  imagined,  the 
pride  on  Coach's  face  as  we 
stepped  off  the  field  felt  much 
more  important.

Stupid  mistakes  and  isolated 
incidences  of  intimidation  led  to 
the  blowout.  Andover  did,  howev- 
er, show  that  it  could  play  compet- 
itively with  Exeter. 

In  six  on  six,  set-up  situations, 
Andover  defense  held  Exeter  from 
shots.  Coach  David  Fox  said  the 
team  is  going  to  have  to  work  on 
conditioning,  particularly  leg 
strength,  and  offense  under  pres- 
sure.

stayed  neck  to  neck.  After  Captain 
Neuwirth  scored,  NMH  responded 
with  a goal  of  its  own.  Andrew 
Faulkner  '07  ended  first  quarter  by 
tapping  the  ball  in  and  tying  the 
game  at  three-all. 

Then,  the  game  completely 
turned  around.  “We  just  took  off,” 
Faulkner  recalls.  By  the  second 
quarter,  Andover  regained  its  con- 
fidence and  came  together  as  a 
team,  playing  much  stronger. 
Andover's  effective  employment 
of  the  triangle  offense  helped  the 
team  in  the  shallow  end  and  led  to 
more  movement  in  the  deep  end. 
This  rotating  offensive  technique 
was  incredibly  successful  as  the 
Andover's  players  switched  posi- 
tions to  confuse  and  hamper 
NMH's  defense. 

During  the  second  quarter, 
Kalter  scored  two  more  goals  from 
the  perimeter,  taking  advantage  of 
a man-down  situation.  Scott 
McColl  '07  also  notched  up  two 
quick  goals  from  the  two-meter.  In 
addition,  he  delivered  a nice  pass 
to  Captain  Neuwirth,  who  scored 
with  a backdoor  shot.  Captain 
Neuwirth  also  helped  the 
onslaught  with  steals  and  break- 
aways. He  added  four  more 
impressive  goals  by  the  end  of  the 
second  quarter.  NMH  was  unable 
to  respond  to  all  the  pressure  and 
only  managed  to  slip  in  one  goal, 
leaving  Andover  with  a hefty  lead, 
11-4. 

Even  though  the  NMH  play- 
ers were  a lot  bigger,  Andover 


upheld  a strong  defense  through- 
out the  game.  Most  notably,  Jeff 
Zhou  '06  defended  effectively 
against  NMH's  center,  severely 
limiting  NMH's  offensive  abilities 
and  scoring  opportunities.  In  addi- 
tion, goalie  Billy  Draper  '07  made 
several  breathtaking  saves  in  the 
deep  end.

After  suffering  a tragic  loss 
on  Saturday  against  Choate,  12- 
3,  the  Boys  Varsity  Water  Polo 
team  soundly  defeated 
Worcester,  15-4.

A for- 
mer University  of  Vermont  bas- 
ketball standout,  she  arrives  at 
Andover  as  a Teaching  Fellow  in 
mathematics. 

Captain  Jackie  Price  '06  leads 
the  team  from  her  guard  position. 
A versatile  player,  she  can  bring 
the  ball  up  the  court  and  lead  the 
offense  as  well  as  score  on  jump 
shots  or  by  driving  to  the  basket. 


Captain  Price  has  already  shown 
a knack  for  heroics,  draining  four 
free  throws  in  the  final  minute  to 
beat  Loomis  Chaffee. 

To  begin  the  season,  the  team 
faced  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  Despite  only  having 
played  together  for  a few  short 
practices,  the  team  displayed 
great  effort.  Kristen  Macdonald 
'07  led  the  team  with  11  points, 
including  a 6-for-6  effort  from 
the  foul  line.  The  game  ended  in 
a 45-23  loss,  but  the  team  dis- 
played tremendous  effort  and 
promise. 

Next,  the  Andover  team  trav- 
eled to  Brewster  Academy, 
where  it  gave  Brewster  a hard 
fight.  Captain  Price  was  the 
leading  scorer,  with  great

'07  and  Claire  Fox  '06.  Forcing

great  defense.  Though  Brewster 
was  leading  at  halftime  21-8, 
Andover  entered  the  second  half 
with  energy  and  determination.

Showing  much  improvement, 
the  tenacious  Andover  team 
earned  its  first  win  against 
Loomis.

Although  Andover  exhibited  a 
strong  effort,  it  was  unable  to 
overtake  the  unity  and  strength 
of  the  Choate  team. 

Going  into  the  game,  the 
teams  seemed  evenly  matched.

It  was  a great  first  race  for  the

Said  Head  Coach  Keith 
Robinson  prior  to  the  race,  “We're 
going  to  see  how  the  girls  stack  up 
with  the  league  this  year.

The  classic-style  race,  original- 
ly scheduled  at  Cardigan,  NH,  was 
moved  to  Vermont  Academy  due 
to  poor  snow  conditions.  Andover, 
the  most  southern  school  compet- 
ing, raced  against  schools  farther 
north:  Holdemess,  NMH,  St. 
Paul's  School,  Putney,  Kimball 
Union  Academy,  Proctor 
Academy,  and  Vermont 
Academy.Even  at  Vermont 
Academy,  the  conditions  were 
somewhat  mediocre,  as  the  skiers 
slipped  on  muddy  parts  where  the 
snow  had  melted.  The  warm 
weather  caused  the  snow  to  warm 
up  and  slow  down  less  experienced 
skiers.  The  conditions  varied,  as 
the  snow  was  still  icy  under  the 
trees. 

The  challenging  course  fea- 
tured a large  uphill  portion 


amounting  to  about  three-quarters 
of  the  5km  course.  Due  to  the 
warm  weather,  skis  were  slow  on 
the  snow,  and  resulted  in  a lot  of 
fishboning-  a Nordic  term  for  hik- 
ing on  skis.  The  remaining  quar- 
ter was  a fast,  long,  swooping  j 
downhill  to  the  finish-  a very  tough 
five  kilometers,  especially  in  the 
difficult  conditions. 

The  girl's  team  had  a fantastic 
race,  though  Andover's  number 
one  racer,  Filiberti  was  not  feeling 
her  best.  Filiberti  still  came  out 
with  a strong  fifth  place  finish, 
with  an  admirable  time  of  22:53. 
Said  Filiberti  of  the  race,  “ It  was 
good  to  see  an  improvement  from 
last  year,  and  I’m  looking  forward 
to  doing  better  in  the  rest  of  the 
races  this  season  when  I'm  feeling 
a little  more  up  to  it.  It  was  great 
to  see  how  our  team  has 
improved.” 

Following  Filiberti  in  11th 
place  was  Abby  King  '07,  with  a 
time  of  26:01,  showing  excellent 
form  and  much  improvement  from 
last  season.  Close  behind  King 
was  Roxy  Pierson  '07,  who  skied  a 
great  first  race  of  the  season  with  a 
time  of  26:28.  Absent  from  racing 
was  Co-Captain  Anna  Ho  '06,  who 
was  unable  to  race  due  to  an 
injured  shoulder,  but  the  team 
expects  her  to  be  back  racing  very 
soon.

At  the  number  one  spot 
Captain  Dan  Wagman  '06  lost  his 
match  against  a very  tough 
Middlesex  player,  losing  three 
games  to  one.  Coach  Cone  said, 
“Dan  had  a very  tough  match 
against  a very  consistent  oppo- 
nent who  did  not  make  very  many 
mistakes.”  Fortunately,  the  rest 
of  the  ladder  was  able  to  win, 
securing  the  6- 1 Andover  victory. 

After  defeating  Middlesex, 
which  also  lost  6-1  to  Brooks,  the 
Big  Blue  was  warmed  up  and 
ready  to  take  on  the  better  skilled 
team.  Andover  won  at  the  top 
four  spots. 

Captain  Wagman  easily  won 
his  match  three  games  to  none,  as 
did  de  Svastich  at  number  two. 
At  number  four,  Graham  Miao 
'09  won  in  .four  games,  with  a 


score  of  9-7  in  the  final  one. 
Simon  Keyes  '06  was  able  to 
come  through  with  a victory  at 
number  three  in  an  extremely 
exciting  five  game  match.  Keyes 
played  consistently,  capitalizing 
on  his  opponent's  loose  balls  with 
great  kill  shots. 

Coach  Cone  said,  “I  am  very 
proud  of  Simon's  play,  he  does 
not  give  up  and  continues  to  go 
after  every  ball,  and  this  sort  of 
attitude  allowed  him  to  notch  the 
victory  for  us.” 

Unfortunately  at  the  number 
five  spot  Sam  Gould  '07  lost  in 
five  games  after  being  up  two 
games  to  none. 

Sam  Woolford  '06  lost  in 
three  games,  playing  the  number 
six  spot. 

At  number  seven,  Andrew 
Yoon  '06  was  able  to-  secure 
Andover's  fifth  victory  in  three 
games. 

On  Wednesday,  the  Big  Blue 
hosted  an  incredibly  tough 
Belmont  Hill,  losing  in  a close 
match  4-3. 

Belmont  Hill  has  great  Fly- 
ers in  the  top  three  spots  and 
Andover  knew  that  it  needed  to 
get  its  victories  from  the  bottom 
of  the  ladder. 

At  number  one,  de  Svastich 
lost  in  three  games,  as  did  num- 
bers two  and  three.  Captain 
Wagman  and  Keyes.  Playing  a 
great  match,  Miao  was  able  to 
defeat  his  opponent  in  three 
games. 

Captain  Wagman  said  about 
Graham's  match,  “Graham  played 
a really  good  match  and  came 
through  for  us  today,  by  hitting 
great  length  and  putting  pressure 
on  his  opponent.” 

Gould  also  played  well  for 
Andover  winning  three  games  to 
none,  and  Danny  Silk  '07  won  his 
match.  Gould  and  Silk  came  to 
the  match  determined  to  win  and 
did  just  that  with  tight  length  that 
forced  their  opponents  to  boast 
out  of  the  back  comers. 

At  number  six,  Woolford  lost 
in  a hard  fought  match  in  four 
games.  Overall  however,  Coach 
Cone  said,  “This  match  was 
great,  the  bottom  of  our  ladder 
really  stepped  up,  and  while  we 
did  not  win,  we  were  determined 
to  have  a closer  match  than  in  the 
beginning  of  the  season.”

Everyone  played  real- 
ly hard,  but  we  just  couldn't  pull 
off  any  victories.” 

At  the  number  one  spot, 
Derek  de  Svastich  '06  faced  an 
incredibly  tough  opponent  who 
used  impeccable  length  and  tight 
drop  shots  to  keep  de  Svastich 
running  to  each  of  the  comers. 
The  Exeter  player  cruised,  win- 
ning in  three  games. 

In  Captain  Wagman's  match, 
every  point  went  back  and  forth, 
with  each  player  waiting  for  the 
perfect  time  to  hit  an  attacking 
shot.  With  both  players  exhaust- 


ed, the  Exeter  player  finally  took 
the  match  in  the  fifth  game  9-6. 
Coach  Cone  said,  “Dan  always 
plays  very  well  under  pressure. 
He  did  not  let  the  fact  that  it  was 
the  fifth  game  affect  his  play.” 

Simon  Keyes  '06  played  a 
great  match  against  his  opponent 
at  the  number  three  place.  Keyes 
lost  in  four  hard-fought  games. 
Captain  Wagman  said,  “Simon 
hustled  to  every  ball  and  hit  some 
great  shots.  Those  shots  really 
moved  his  opponent  off  of  the  T 
and  gave  him  some  strong  oppor- 
tunities to  attack.” 

Similarly,  Graham  Miao  '09 
lost  to  his  opponent  in  four 
games,  a player  Miao  had  beaten 
before.  Miao  played  smart 
squash,  focusing  on  deception. 
He  hit  some  great  shots  that  left 
his  opponent  completely  out  of 
position,  and  gave  Miao  the 
advantage.  Unfortunately,  Miao 
could  not  capitalize  on  some  of 
his  opportunities,  allowing  the 
Exeter  player  to  seize  the  win. 

Sam  Gould  '07  also  lost  three 
games  to  one  at  the  number  five 
spot.  Captain  Wagman  said,  “He 
was  hitting  some  nice  volleys  that 
pressured  his  opponent,  but  his 
opponent  was  having  a really  on 


day  and  got  to  everything.” 

In  a heartbreaker,  Sam 
Woolford  '06  lost  in  five  games  at 
number  six  in  a match  that  could 
have  gone  either  way.  Woolford 
played  very  consistently,  hitting 
tight  rails  to  keep  his  opponent 
behind  him,  and  following  up 
those  shots  with  low  volleys. 
However,  the  Exeter  player  was 
simply  able  to  seize  more  attack- 
ing opportunities,  taking  the 
match. 

Finally,  at  number  seven, 
Danny  Silk  '07  lost  in  four  tough 
games.  Captain  Wagman  said, 
“Danny  has  shown  a tremendous 
amount  of  improvement  in  terms 
of  his  consistency  in  hitting  the 
ball.”  Silk  was  able  to  capture  a 
game  by  hitting  very  few 
unforced  errors  and  keeping  his 
opponent  moving.  However,  the 
determined  Exeter  player  also 
had  a very  low  margin  of  error, 
hitting  many  winners. 

Captain  Wagman  said  about 
the  overall  match,  “Everyone  left 
everything  on  the  court  and 
played  with  a lot  of  heart.  We 
have  improved  tremendously  this 
season  and  this  loss  will  make  us 
that  much  more  determined  at  the 
Interscholastic  this  weekend.”

Loss  Of  ’05  Senior  Talent 
Plagues  PA  Girls  Squash

Girls  Squash  Coach  Tom 
Hodgson  is  not  changing  his  phi- 
1 o s o p h y . 
Maintaining  his 
longstanding 
affirmation,  he 
expects  his  play- 
ers to  “deserve 
to  win.”  He 
hopes  the  victories  will  follow. 

Captain  Ali  Zindman  ’07, 
returning  at  the  number  one 
position,  should  help  the  team  in 
the  win  column.  But  the  players 
will  have  to  overcome  the  loss  of 
5 seniors  from  last  season's 
squad. 

Zindman  led  the  team  to  a 
4th  place  finish  at  Interschols 
last  year,  but  she  was  aided  by 
the  strength  of  the  players  below 
her  on  the  ladder  - seniors  filled 
spots  2 through  6.  This  void  will 
be  difficult  to  fill. 

Captain  Zindman,  who  has 
continued  to  improve  her  play, 
was  recently  selected  to  the 
Junior  National  Team  for  the 
seventeen  and  under  division. 

Lydia  Smith  '09,  a new  tal- 
lent,  will  fill  Andover’s  2nd 
position.  Though  experienced, 
she  will  encounter  tough  high 
school  competition. 

Pawina  Jiramongkolchai  '06 
and  Diana  Willson  '07,  the  only 
returning  players  along  with 
Captain  Zindman,  will  start  the 
season  at  positions  three  and 
four,  respectively.  Either  one 
could  challenge  Smith  for  the 
number  two  spot,  as  all  three 
players  are  at  similar  levels.  No 
matter  who  ends  up  in  the  second 
slot,  however,  Andover  will  look 
for  most  of  its  wins  elsewhere. 

Carolyn  Brown  '09,  another 
newcomer  to  the  Andover  squash 


program,  currently  holds  the  5th 
spot.  Brown,  Jiramongkolchai, 
and  Willson  may  form  an  impor- 
tant mid-lineup  force  in  nailing 
down  team  victories. 

Lizzie  Chan  '08,  Lucretia 
Witte  '06,  and  Stephanie  Marton 
'07,  members  of  last  year's  JV1 
team,  round  out  the  top  eight 
positions.  Though  relatively 
inexperienced,  they  hope  to 
build  upon  their  skills  as  the  sea- 
son progresses. 

Hodgson  has  chosen  the 
eight  top  players  to  start  the  sea- 
son, but  none  of  these  positions 
are  set  in  stone.  The  ladder  is 
continuous,  allowing  players  to 
move  back  and  forth  between 
Varsity  and  J V 1 . 

Hodgson  always  keeps  win- 
ning in  perspective  and  values 
good  sportsmanship  and  fun.  He 
realizes  that  the  team  may  not 
gather  wins  as  easily  as  last 
year's  group,  but  that  is  not  to 
say  Andover  cannot  be  competi- 
tive. 

In  fact,  the  team  started  out 
the  season  with  a win,  defeating 
Tabor  Academy  5-2.  Andover 
also  competed  in  an  exhibition 
round  robin  tournament  hosted 
by  Groton,  which  gave  the  play- 
ers a chance  to  get  some  match- 
es under  their  belts. 

“We  will  take  [the  season] 
one  match  at  a time,”  Hodgson 
said.  He  compared  the  2006 
group  to  the  teams  of  three  and 
four  years  ago,  which  were  filled 
out  by  young  and  inexperienced 
players.  The  team  matured  from 
that  stage  and  placed  4th  at 
Interschols  last  year.  This  bodes 
well  for  the  current  squad,  and  it 
intends  to  begin  improving  its 
prowess  this  year.

Captain  Ali  Zindman  '07, 
returning  for  her  second  consec- 
utive season  at  the  number  one 
position,  gathered  the  team's 
only  victory  of  the  day.  She  did 
so  with  relative  ease,  stumbling 
in  the  first  game  but  rebounding 
for  a 3-1  win. 

In  the  first  game,  Captain 
Zindman  found  herself  trailing 
3-8,  but  she  regained  the  serve 
and  seemed  to  take  control. 
With  low,  penetrating  rails,  she 
frustrated  her  opponent  and 
brought  herself  to  within  one 
point.  After  a few  more 
exchanges  of  the  serve,  howev- 
er, her  opponent  squeaked  out  a 
9-7  first  game  victory. 

But  Captain  Zindman  soon 
put  Andover  on  the  board.  She 
maintained  her  composure  and 
took  the  court  in  the  second 
game  with  the  same  confidence 
that  earlier  enabled  her  come- 
back. Using  her  drives  in  con- 
cert with  finesse  lobs  and  drop 
shots,  she  rolled  to  a 9-0  win  in 
the  second  game.  The  points 
were  short,  and  she  stymied  her 
opponent  with  a combination  of 


power  and  precision.  Captain 
Zindman  encountered  no  further 
roadblocks,  winning  the  last  two 
games  9-1  and  9-0.  She  easily 
arrived  at  a 3-1  win,  leveling  the 
overall  match  score  at  one. 

Despite  this  encouraging 
result,  Andover  soon  dropped 
two  more  mid-lineup  matches. 
Lydia  Smith  ”09  fell  at  number 
two.  Though  a strong  newcom- 
er, Smith  could  not  counter  the 
experience  and  talent  of  her 
Choate  opponent  and  lost  9-0,  9- 

1,  9-0. 

These  losses  set  Andover 
down  3-1  overall,  and  victories 
in  the  three  remaining  matches 
would  be  necessary  for  a team 
win.

Girl’s  Squash  Loses  Three, 
Willson  ’07  Steps  Up  Play

Diana  Willson  '07  replaced 
Captain  Ali  Zindman  '07  at  the 
number  one  posi- 
tion against 
Middlesex  last 
Friday  and  lost  a 
hard-fought,  five- 
game  match.  This 
result  typified  the 
Andover  Girls  Squash  team's 
frustrating  week,  during  which  it 
dropped  three  consecutive  con- 
tests. It  lost  4-3  on  the  road  to 
Middlesex,  4-3  at  home  against 
Exeter,  and  9-0  at  home  against 
Groton. 

Andover  entered  the 
Middlesex  match-up  at  a disad- 
vantage, with  Captain  Zindman 
sidelined  by  illness.  She  came  to 
support  her  teammates,  but  her 
encouragement  was  not  enough 
to  spark  a victory. 

“[Captain  Zindman's 

absence]  put  a lot  of  pressure  on 
people  to  play  well,”  said  Coach 
Tom  Hodgson. 

In  most  cases,  Andover  did 
elevate  its  level  of  play,  but,  with 
everyone  having  been  bumped 
up  one  spot  on  the  ladder,  victo- 
ries were  harder  to  come  by. 
Three  mid-lineup  matches,  how- 
ever, went  in  Andover's  favor. 

Carolyn  Brown  '09  played 
what  Coach  Hodgson  termed  as 
“the  match  of  the  contest”  at  the 
fourth  position,  winning  in  five 
games.  She  pulled  out  a 9-7  fifth 
game  win,  making  critical  adjust- 
ments along  the  way  and  battling 
fearlessly. 

Willson's  match  was  also 
determined  by  a fifth  game,  but  it 
did  not  turn  out  in  her  favor. 

“In  a tough  situation,  Diana 
did  well  to  go  five  [games],”  said 
Coach  Hodgson. 

Andover  also  won  at  num- 
bers five  and  six,  as  Stephanie 


Marton  '07  and  Lucretia  Witte  '06 
came  out  on  top  in  their  respec- 
tive matches. 

Coming  off  this  narrow 
defeat,  Andover  hosted  rival 
school  Exeter  on  Saturday. 
Captain  Zindman  returned  to  the 
lineup  for  this  match,  but  Exeter 
was  still  favored. 

Captain  Zindman  gave  the 
team  a boost,  winning  easily  in 
three  games  at  the  first  position. 
Brown  came  through  again,  giv- 
ing the  team  a victory  at  number 
five.  With  these  two  points  under 
its  belt,  Andover  needed  two 
more  individual  wins  to  secure 
the  overall  match. 

Witte  provided  one  win  at 
number  seven  as  she  cruised 
through  her  match  on  the  strength 
of  her  powerful  serves. 

“Lucretia  [Witte]  dominates 
matches  with  her  serve  at  number 
seven.  She  has  three  different 
hard  serves  which  her  opponents 
have  trouble  returning,”  said 
Hodgson. 

Despite  this  win,  no  one  else 
was  able  to  come  through. 
Several  played  well,  but  their  per- 
formances fell  short,  and 
Andover  lost  4-3. 

“It  was  an  intensely  fought 
match,  and  the  more  experienced 
team  came  out  on  top,”  said 
Hodgson. 

On  Wednesday,  Andover 
hosted  Groton  and  suffered  a 
demoralizing  loss.  In  similar 
fashion  to  Andover's  earlier 
match  with  Choate,  the  team  was 
clearly  outplayed.  Groton  was  a 
more  experienced  squad,  and  it 
capitalized  on  Andover's  youth. 

To  make  matters  worse, 
Willson  was  forced  to  sit  out  of 
the  lineup  because  of  sickness. 
But  had  she  played,  the  outlook 
for  Andover  might  not  have  been 
any  different;  Groton  swept  every 
match,  not  losing  a single  game. 

“The  Groton  players  seemed 
young,  but  the  team  was  very 
deep,”  said  Marton. 

Captain  Zindman  had  the  best 
result  of  the  day,  winning  a total 
of  thirteen  points  in  her  three 
games.

Captain  Ali  Zindman  '07  didn’t 
drop  a point  en  route  to  her  victory

Though  the 
contest  was  more 
competitive  than 
the  lopsided  score  would  indicate, 
it  was  one  of  Andover's  most  deci- 
sive wins  of  the  season. 

However,  the  team  was  not 
able  to  carry  that  momentum  into 
Wednesday's  match,  as  it  lost  4-3 
to  Nobles  and  Greenough  at  home. 

Diana  Willson  '07,  the  team's 
number  two  player,  was  sidelined 
by  illness.  This  meant  that  every- 
one below  her  on  the  ladder  moved 


up  one  position  and  encountered 
tougher  opposition  than  they 
might  have  been  used  to.  The  posi- 
tional changes  most  radically 
impacted  Lizzie  Chan  '08,  who 
had  recently  moved  up  from  the 
Junior  Varsity  squad.  With  Willson 
absent,  Chan  was  placed  at  num- 
ber seven  in  the  starting  lineup. 
She  jumped  out  to  an  early  lead, 
winning  the  first  two  games.  But 
her  opponent  did  not  surrender. 
Her  serve  improved  as  the  match 
progressed,  and  Chan  sometimes 
struggled  returning  it.  Though 
Chan  consistently  kept  her  shots  to 
the  other  player’s  backhand,  she 
ended  up  losing  10-9  in  the  fifth 
game  and  3-2  in  the  match. 

At  number  two,  Pawina 
Jiramongkolchai  '06  recovered 
from  a 2-0  deficit  to  secure  a win. 
Despite  getting  off  to  a slow  start, 
she  capitalized  on  her  opponent's 
range-limiting  two-handed  back- 
hand. Jiramongkolchai  effectively 
combined  high  rails  and  drop  shots 
to  the  backhand  side  in  achieving 
the  comeback  win. 

Stephanie  Marton  '07  won  in 


similar  fashion  at  number  five. 

The  rest  of  the  wins  were  more 
convincing.  Carolyn  Brown  '09 
and  Lydia  Smith  '09,  playing  at 
positions  three  and  four  respec- 
tively, both  won  in  four  games.

Discenza  ’09  Sets  Record; 
Boys  Track  Shows  Promise

At  Harvard  on  Sunday,  in  the

Mike 
Discneza  '09 
trimmed  nearly  eight  seconds 
off  of  the  Junior  indoor  mile 
record. 

Discenza  blew  away  the  pre- 
vious time  of  4:49.4  held  by 
Michael  Grant  from  the  2000 
season  with  a 4:41.55,  good 
enough  for  23rd  in  his  race. 

At  the  meet,  the  distance 
squad  had  some  impressive 
results,  while  the  sprinters  and 
jumpers  had  less  success. 

Captain  Greg  Hsu  '06  said, 
“The  younger  athletes  had  good 
days.  Mike's  race  was  phenome- 
nal. It's  good  experience  for  a lot 
of  them  because,  regardless  of 
age,  a lot  haven't  run  on  a good 
track  against  good  competition 
like  the  college  runners.” 

In  the  200,  Merzudin  Ibric 
'06  came  away  with  the  first  spot 
for  Andover  placing  ninth  over- 
all in  a time  of  22.64  despite 
pulling  up  with  an  injury. 

Luinis  Tejada  '08  was  27th 
in  24.13,  and  Captain  Hsu  was 
32nd  in  24.63. 

Ibric  commented  on  his  race, 
“I  had  a bad  lane,  lane  two.  They 
didn't  run  the  meet  like  they 
should  have;  the  heats  were  ran- 
dom. I came  out  of  the  first  turn 
which  was  really  sharp  (I  had 
previously  long  jumped)  and  I 
felt  something  in  the  back  of  my 
hamstring  so  I took  it  easy  the 
rest  of  the  race.”  Coach  Callum 
kept  him  out  of  the  finals. 

“Right  now  I'm  in  the  train- 
ers but  at  the  end  of  next  week  I 
should  be  ready  to  go.” 

Ibric  also  competed  in  the 
long  jump  in  which  he  placed 
sixth  with  a 20'2.5". 

The  track  was  much  faster  at 
Harvard  so  Ibric's  marker  need- 
ed to  be  changed. 

He  moved  it  back  and  got 


one  good  jump  in  but  fouled  by 
a couple  inches. 

Jason  Soule  '06  also  suffered 
from  the  lane  assignments.  A tall 
runner,  he  was  placed  in  lane 
one,  hit  the  rail,  fell,  and  posted 
a Did  Not  Finish  in  the  200. 

In  the  60,  Tejada  came  away 
with  16th  in  7.54. 

Captain  Hsu  was  17th  in 
7.66  and  Soule  was  19th  in  7.76. 
Tejada  moved  on  to  the  finals 
where  he  ran  a 7.51  for  15th 
place. 

The  mile,  unlike  the  sprints, 
saw  some  good  times  for  most 
of  the  runners. 

Discenza  was  first  for 
Andover  and  23rd  overall  with 
his  4:41.55.  Kentaro  Watari  '07 
was  29th  with  a 4:45.93,  a per- 
sonal record. 

Eli  Howe  '09  came  in  with  a 
4:56.26  and  Alex  Hugon  '07 
rounded  out  the  Andover  run- 
ners under  five  minutes  with  a 
4:56.50. 

Cam  Smith  '07,  Eliot  Shimer 
'07,  and  Hanson  Causbie  '08 
were  all  within  four  seconds  of 
the  five  minute  barrier  and  look 
to  break  it  by  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son. 

Said  Discenza,  “I  felt  that 
having  a good  track  was  impor- 
tant. I went  out  fast  in  about 
1 :05  or  1 :06  for  the  first  400  and 
settled  in  and  held  first  for  two 
laps  but  then  was  passed  on  the 
sixth  or  seventh  lap.  I can't  real- 
ly kick  but  I think  the  key  [to  my 
final  time]  was  sustaining  my 
speed  at  the  end.” 

On  breaking  the  junior 
record,  he  said,  “I  think  it's  pret- 
ty cool  because  it  gives  me  some 
kind  of  idea  [of]  where  I am.” 
Discenza  says  that  he  is  more  of 
a distance  runner  but  that  he 
might  run  some  800s  in  the 
spring. 

Track  doesn't  have  any 
meets  for  a couple  weeks  and 
will  resume  the  indoor  campaign 
on  February  15th  with  a meet 
against  Exeter  at  home.

to  the  Harvard  indoor  track  in 
Cambridge,  this  time  for  the 
USA  Track  and  Field-New 
England  Championships. 

Andover  did  not  enter  as  a 
team  and  instead  focused  on 
individual  performances  to  cap 
off  the  season. 

The  fast  track  and  added 
competition  of  a big  meet  helped 
many  achieve  personal  records. 

In  the  400m,  Merzudin  Ibric 
06  was  seeded  in  the  first  heat 
and  won,  winning  the  meet  in  a 
landslide. 

Having  never  run  under  51 
seconds  before,  Ibric  threw 
down  a 49.37  to  beat  the  nearest 
competitor  (from  Wheaton 
College)  by  .22  seconds.  Next 
for  Andover  was  McCarthy  in 
34th  overall. 

McCarthy  said,  “Coming 
back  from  being  sick,  I was 
thrilled  to  run  the  way  I did  and 
even  more  thrilled  to  be  named 
captain.  I can’t  wait  for  next  year 
and  beating  Exeter.  My  goal  is  to 
go  undefeated.” 

Exeter,  which  has  been 
Andover's  biggest  competition 
in  the  recent  past,  including 


Spring  Interschols,  had  four  run- 
ners in  after  Ibric,  but  none  of 
them  finished  within  even  two 
seconds.  This  bodes  well  for  the 
outdoor  campaign. 

In  the  60m,  Luinis  Tejada  '08 
was  first  for  Andover  with  a time 
of  7.47,  followed  by  Jon 
Figueroa  '06  at  7.63.  Alex 
McHale  '09,  Helal  Syed  '07,  and 
Teddy  Louis  '09  rounded  off  the 
Andover  squad. 

The  60m  hurdles  scholastic 
was  split  from  the  open  race,  and 
in  the  scholastic  event,  Jason 
Soule  '06  took  second  with  a 
time  of  8.49,  just  .15  seconds 
from  first  place. 

Justin  Chew  '07  (10.23)  took 
fifth  and  Chris  Han  '06  (10.36) 
finished  sixth. 

Tejada  finished  first  for 
Andover  in  the  200m  in  23.71, 
good  enough  for  15th  overall. 
Soule  finished  next  in  19th  at 
23.89  and  Figueroa  was  35th  at 
25.06. 

The  distance  group  also  ran 
some  good  times  though  not  as 
many  people  went  under  five 
minutes  for  the  mile  as  was 
hoped. 

Mike  Discenza  '09  led  the 
way  for  the  Andover  milers  with 
a 4:39.42  mile,  which  put  him  in 
29th  place. 

This  showing  improved  on 
his  freshman  indoor  record  and 
even  bettered  the  previous 
Lower  record  of  4:39.6. 

Kentaro  Watari  '07  came  in 
next  in  32nd  place  with  a time  of 
4:41.44,  also  a personal  record. 


Only  two  others  went  under  five 
minutes:  Eli  Howe  '09  and  Dave 
Wilson  '09. 

All  were  seeded  in  the  4:40 
heat  except  Howe  who  had  to 
contend  in  the  next  heat  down, 
leaving  him  with  less  people  to 
run  with  and  a lack  of  reliable 
runners  to  key  off  of.  He  still, 
however,  managed  a personal 
record. 

The  only  field  event  which 
Andover  took  part  in  was  the 
shot  put.  Joe  O'Hern  '07  compet- 
ed in  the  scholastic  event  (as 
opposed  to  the  open)  and  came 
away  with  second  place  with  a 
44-foot  throw. 

Two  of  the  biggest  perform- 
ers on  the  team  this  year  were 
not  present  at  the  meet  Sunday. 
Mario  Noyola  '06  was  sick  in 
Isham  and  could  not  compete  in 
the  pole  vault.  Greg  Hsu  '06, 
also  absent,  was  attending  a 
church  retreat  over  the  weekend. 

This  meet  served  as  the  last 
competition  of  the  indoor  season 
and  the  final  attempt  at  bettering 
marks. 

Said  Watari,  “Coach 
Stableford  told  us  all  we  needed 
to  do  was  run  hard  for  about  4 
minutes  and  40  seconds  and  then 
we  wouldn't  have  to  run  again. 
So  that's  what  we  did.” 

Although  the  indoor  season 
is  over,  almost  all  of  the 
Andover  athletes  will  compete 
for  the  outdoor  track  team  on  its 
quest  for  another  New  England 
Championship,  having  won  four 
out  of  the  past  five  years.

Fighting  in  double  overtime, 
Serafino  was  able  to  overpower  his 
opponent  at  heavyweight  with  a 
score  of  3-2.  Weighing  in  at  112 
pounds,  Paintal  took  a 4-1  victory. 
Charles,  at  125  pounds,  wrestled 
tough  but  was  unable  to  pull  off  a 
win.  He  barely  lost  with  a score  of 
5-4.  Victor  Vazquez  '06,  Captain 
Worgaftik  and  Bowen  all  had  pins 
in  the  middle  weights,  but  PA  was 
still  unable  to  gain  a victory. 

Overall  on  Saturday,  Serafino, 
Cintron,  Paintal,  and  Captain 
Worgaftik  all  came  away  with  3-0 
records.  Captain  Worgaftik  was 
able  to  show  off  his  might  with 
three  pins.  Setting  a new  pair  of 
school  records,  Paintal  is  building 


quite  a reputation  in  the  wrestling 
community.  He  has  set  a record  for 
the  most  dual  meet  wins  in  a sea- 
son at  18,  and  has  now  broken  his 
own  record  of  94  for  the  most  dual 
meet  points  in  a season,  with  104 
points. 

On  Wednesday,  Andover  wres- 
tled well  but  was  unable  to  pull  off 
a win  over  perennial  powerhouse 
North  Andover.  As  the  number  one 
team  in  the  state,  with  an  undefeat- 
ed record  of  27  consecutive  wins 
and  having  won  43  straight  dual 
meets,  North  Andover  unsurpris- 
ingly came  out  victorious  by  a 
score  of  52-8.  In  the  utter  demoli- 
tion, PA's  grapplers  won  only  two 
matches.  Paintal  won  with  a tech 
and  Cintron  won  by  minor  deci- 
sion. Dunn  narrowly  lost  a hard 
fought  match. 

However,  the  losses  to  North 
Andover  and  NMH  haven't  low- 
ered the  team's  morale  in  the 
slightest.  When  asked  about  her 
expectations  for  the  rest  of  the  sea- 
son, wrestler  Rachel  Cohen  '08 
replied,  “We've  had  a few  upsets 
but  we're  still  going  strong  and 
tournament  season  is  just  around 
the  comer.  I expect  we  will  do 
well.”

This  year, 
the  team  matched  a school  record 
with  ten  individual  place  finishers. 

Brian  Foye  '06  also  performed 
outstandingly,  winning  an  individ- 
ual title  at  160  lbs.  Ten  of 
Andover's  wrestlers  wrestled  then- 
way  to  top  six  finishes  overall. 
These  include  Akshay  Paintal  '07, 
who  won  second  place  at  112  lbs., 
and  Victor  Vazquez  '06,  winning 
third  at  145  lbs.  AJ  Charles  '08  also 
finished  at  third,  weighing  in  at 
125  lbs.  and  Gordon  Murphy  '06 
obtained  a fourth  place  finish  at 
152  lbs.  Hector  Cintron  '08  at  171 
lbs.,  Sam  Cartmell  ’06  at  189  lbs., 
and  Colin  Serafino  at  215  lbs.  all 
fought  hard  for  their  fifth  place 
standings. 

Colin  Dunn  07  at  130  lbs. 
rounded  out  Andover's  finishers  in 
sixth  place.  Following  an  opening 
round  bye  with  two  straight  pins. 
Captain  Worgaftik  won  an 
absolutely  crushing  7-0  finals  vic- 
tory at  135  lbs.  Because  he  won 


the  individual  title  at  125  lbs  in 
2005,  he  has  become  only  the  sev- 
enth wrestler  in  Phillips  Academy 
Andover  history  to  claim  two  indi- 
vidual league  titles  in  a single 
career.  Captain  Worgaftik  went  4-0 
on  the  day.  His  first  win  was  by 
forfeit,  over  Will  Cooper  from 
Choate.  His  second  was  a pin 
against  Lou  Zajac  of  Hyde-Maine, 
followed  by  another  pin  against 
Loomis  wrestler  Chris  Baker.  His 
7-0  finals  victory  was  won  by 
decision  over  Alex  Debelov  of 
Wilbraham. 

Foye  also  went  4-0  on 
Saturday,  opening  with  a technical 
fall  victory  over  Josh  Heilwel  from 
Wilbraham.  He  went  on  to  pin 
Deerfield  wrestler  Anthony 
Jaramillo.  In  the  semifinals,  he 
kept  the  whole  team  holding  its 
breath,  as  he  won  by  a last  minute 
2-1  decision  over  James  McCarthy 
of  Tabor.  He  ended  the  tournament 
by  decimating  Cory  Jacobs,  from 
Loomis,  in  a 7-4  victory  to  win  his 
first  league  title. 

Winning  the  team  title,  Loomis 
Chaffee  wrestled  well,  scoring 

259.5  points.  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy  obtained  a second  place 
finish  with  202.3  points,  and  NMH  i 
was  close  behind  in  third,  with 

200.5  team  points.  PA  had  a solid 
fourth  place  finish,  scoring  163.5 
team  points. 

The  end  of  the  season  tourna- 
ments will  continue  with  the 


National  Prep  tournament  at 
Lehigh,  Pennsylvania  this  week- 
end and  end  with  the  New  England 
Prep  tournament  at  Brooks  School 
on  March  3-4.  Five  of  Andover's 
top  wrestlers  have  qualified  to 
compete  in  the  National  Prep 
School  tournament  at  Lehigh 
University. 

They  have  had  to  run  the 
gauntlet  to  get  this  far,  having  to 
place  in  the  top  three  at  the  Class  A 
Tournament  or  be  selected  as  a 
wild  card.  Our  qualifiers  are 
Captain  Worgaftik,  Paintal, 
Charles,  Vazquez  and  Murphy. 
Thirteen  members  of  the  PA 
wrestling  team  have  qualified  to 
compete  in  the  New  England  tour- 
ney. In  order  to  qualify,  these 
wrestlers  had  to  place  in  the  top 
four  at  Class  A or  have  won  more 
than  two  out  of  every  three  dual 
meets,  or  higher  in  meets  against 
other  prep  schools. 

Our  wrestlers  in  Blue  have 
performed  well  this  season,  but

Co-Captain  P/IB  Matt  Boylan 
’06  launched  a 3-run  home  run  and 
pitched  5 innings  of  1-run  baseball,

Joe  Smith  ’07 
chipped  in  by

Meeting 
for  the  third  time  this  season,  the  Andover  and  Exeter  teams,  both  stinging  from 
disappointing  losses  in  the  league  tournament  a week  earlier,  played  a 16-inning 
epic.  The  Blue  fell  behind  early  5-0  as  senior  lefty  Matt  Boylan  struggled  without 
his  best  stuff,  but  the  team  battled  back  against  Exeter's  Phil  Negus.  Tommy 
Arrigg  drove  in  two  runs  with  a 2-out  single  in  the  bottom  of  the  third  to  get  PA 
on  the  board  at  5-2.  In  the  fifth  Tom  Dignard  was  on  base  with  his  third  straight 
hit  when  Boylan's  RBI  single  made  it  5-3.  Meanwhile  Arrigg,  who  relieved  Boylan 
in  the  fourth  inning,  was  able  to  silence  the  Exeter  offense,  allowing  only  one 
baserunner  past  first  base  in  innings  4 through  7.  Facing  a 2-run  deficit  in  the 
bottom  of  the  seventh,  the  Blue  was  glad  to  have  Dignard  leading  off  the  inning, 
and  the  captain  responded  with  his  fourth  straight  hit,  a single  to  center.  When 
J.R.  Santaniello  followed  with  a grounder  that  the  second  baseman  misplayed 
then  threw  away,  putting  runners  on  second  and  third  with  no  outs,  the  Exeter 
skipper  opted  to  remove  a tiring  Negus  in  favor  of  Ryan  Lapointe,  another  hard- 
throwing  right-hander.  Andover  would  not  quit,  however,  and  with  one  out  Joe 
Smith  singled  to  center  tying  the  game  at  5-5.  Smith  stole  second  to  put  himself 
in  scoring  position  but  could  advance  no  further.  Over  the  next  eight  innings, 
first  Arrigg  and  then  Santaniello  for  PA  and  Lapointe  for  PEA  matched  goose- 
eggs  as  neither  team  could  score  to  break  the  tie.  Arrigg  was  dominant, 
allowing  just  four  hits  and  2 walks  in  an  astonishing  10  innings  of  relief.  He  and 
Santaniello  were  supported  by  some  outstanding  Big  Blue  defense.  The  home 
team  played  errorless  baseball  from  the  third  inning  to  the  fifteenth  highlighted 
by  several  great  catches  by  Chris  Bramwell  in  center  and  Smith  in  left  and  by 
two  magnificent  plays  by  shortstop  Mike  Ciummei,  a long  throw  from  the  hole  in 
the  11th  and  a leaping  stab  of  a liner  for  the  first  out  in  the  14th.  Meanwhile  the 
PA  offense  kept  generating  opportunities  to  score,  with  runners  on  base  in  every 
inning,  but  Lapointe  came  up  with  big  outs  when  he  needed  them  including  12 
strikeouts  over  his  9 innings  of  work.  Unfortunately  for  the  Blue,  the  battle 
ended  in  the  16th  when  5 errors  led  to  5 runs  for  the  Red,  and  they  could  not 
respond  in  the  bottom  of  the  frame.  It  was  a disappointing  ending  to  be  sure, 
but  the  final  score  cannot  diminish  the  outstanding  effort  and  the  great  courage 
on  display  at  the  old  ball  yard  on  the  last  Saturday  in  May.

Girls  Crew  Starts  Season  off  with  a Bang; 

First  Boat  Defeats  Defending  NE  Champions  Kent

Starting  the  season  impres- 
sively, Andover’s  rowers  proved 
themselves  wor- 
thy against  Kent 
this  past  week- 
end. On  a sunny 
and  warm  Satur- 
day afternoon,  all 
the  girls  boats, 
with  exception 
of  G2,  defeated  Kent,  the  defend- 
ing New  England  champions,  at 
a home  race.  Lowell  and  Brook- 
line also  attended  the  regatta, 
racing  later  in  the  afternoon. 

“It  was  a great  start  to  the 
season,”  remarked  Coach  Kath- 
ryn Green.  She  continued,  “Ev- 
eryone from  Glto  G4  raced  with 
amazing  poise  and  determina- 
tion. It  was  a really  successful 
day:  a lot  of  fun  and  lot  of  new 
racing.” 


G1  did  particularly  well,  beat- 
ing rival  and  defending  champion 
Kent  in  the  first  race  by  nearly  2 
seconds.  Andover’s  lower  stroke 
rating  proved  their  superior 
power,  originally  a concern  for 
the  team.  In  their  second  race, 
they  went  on  to  defeat  Brookline, 
which  had  defeated  Lowell  in  a 
previous  race,  by  7.4  seconds. 

The  fact  that  Kent’s  Gl,  G2, 
and  G3  boats  had  all  gone  to  Flor- 
ida for  1 1 days  for  spring  training 
makes  their  defeat  all  the  more 
impressive.  Considering  Kent’s 
loss,  Captain  Adams  reflected, 
“We  need  to  keep  working  hard 
because  Kent  will  be  angry.  I’m 
sure  they  were  pretty  confident 
going  in  and  they’re  going  to 
want  to  win  Interschols.  If  we 
want  to  win,  we’re  going  to  have 
to  train  harder  than  they  are.” 

For  G2,  the  first  race  was  a 
challenge.  They  lost  to  Kent  by 
a mere  1.3  seconds.  The  race 


was  incredibly  exciting.  The  first 
500  meters,  Andover  was  ahead 
by  about  two  seats.  However, 
once  they  passed  the  bridge,  the 
boats  switched  positions.  With 
a power  ten,  Kent  took  three 
seats  and  kept  building.

Pulling  together 

Andover  crew  reaches  semifinals  in  Henley  regatta 


The  Phillips  Andover  varsity  eight  competed  at  the  Royal  Henley  Regatta  on  the 
River  Thames  last  month  in  England,  advancing  to  the  semifinals  before  losing.

Buckingham  Palace,  Big  Ben,  and  West- 
minster Abbey  will  just  have  to  wait.  Two 
weeks  might  typically  be  ample  time  for  tour- 
ists staying  just  outside  of  London  to  sneak 
in  some  sightseeing,  but  not  for  the  Phillips 
Andover  rowing  team. 

No,  the  Big  Blue  were  too  busy  winning 
races  at  the  Super  Bowl  of  crew  in  this  year’s 
Henley  Royal  Regatta  on  the  River  Thames. 

The  Phillips  Andover  boys’  varsity  eight 
advanced  to  the  semifinals  of  the  Princess 
Elizabeth  Challenge  Cup,  the  schoolboy 
eights  division,  before  falling  to  highly  tout- 
ed The  King’s  School  of  Chester,  England. 

Still,  the  Big  Blue  deemed  their  trip  across 
the  pond  a smashing  success  given  their 
showing  at  Henley  as  well  as  a first-place  fin- 
ish at  the  Reading  Town  Regatta. 

“We  went  to  Windsor  Castle  for  a day,  but 
the  kids  seemed  more  interested  in  the  Pizza 
Hut  there,”  joked  Phillips  Andover  coach 
Pete  Washburn.  “I  didn’t  tell  the  kids,  but  the 
plan  was  to  go  to  London  for  some  sightsee- 
ing if  we  lost  early  on.  We  never  got  the 
chance  because  we  kept  winning  and  kept 
racing.  It’s  unique  because  every  day  you 
show  up  at  the  boat  tent  and  there’s  fewer 
and  fewer  teams  left,  so  we  had  a little  saying 
that  we  wanted  to  be  the  last  man  standing.” 

As  the  five-day  race  entered  its  champion- 
ship weekend,  the  Phillips  Andover  entry 
was  singing  a popular  refrain  of  Elton  John’s, 
“I’m  still  standing/Better  than  I ever  did.” 
This  is  the  fourth  boat  that  Washburn  has 
brought  to  Henley  in  25  years  of  coaching, 
and  the  Big  Blue  were  the  most  successful. 

“As  a rower,  this  is  probably  the  biggest 
thing  you  can  do  and  it  was  a huge  privilege 
just  to  be  there,”  said  Geoff  Martin,  a Boxford 
native  who  will  be  a senior  in  the  fall.  “Going 
over  there  we  thought  maybe  the  first  day  we 
could  get  a win.  After  that,  we  didn’t  expect 
to  go  very  far.  Our  training  really  pushed  us 
over  the  edge.” 

In  the  month  between  the  end  of  the  high 
school  season  in  mid-May  and  the  departure 
of  the  team  for  the  United  Kingdom  on  June 
19,  the  varsity  eight  moved  into  a small  resi- 
dence hall  at  Phillips  Andover.  The  eight 
rowers  along  with  coxswain  Michelle  Darby 
practiced  twice  each  day,  making  crew  their 
only  obligation. 

Practices,  as  strenuous  as  they  were,  were 
anything  but  an  obligation.  “Our  boat  got 
along  so  well  that  once  the  regular  season 
ended,  Henley  was  more  or  less  a way  to  not 
break  up  the  team,”  said  Darby,  a North  And- 


over native  heading  into  her  senior  year.  “It 
was  an  excuse  to  hang  out  a little  longer.” 

Andover’s  varsity  eight,  which  included 
Brown-bound  Scott  Morgan  , Harvard- 
bound  Karl  Hirt,  and  Trinity-bound  Justin 
Yi,  along  with  underclassmen  Chip  Schroe- 
der, Parker  Washburn,  Rush  Martin,  Andrew 
Faulkner,  Geoff  Martin,  and  Darby,  compiled 
an  8-2  mark  during  the  scholastic  season, 
falling  to  the  Kent  School  and  St.  Paul’s.  At 
the  New  England  Interscholastic  Regatta  As- 
sociation championships,  the  Big  Blue  were 
edged  by  Kent  by  18/100ths  of  a second  and 
vowed  to  atone. 

They  got  that  chance  at  Henley. 

“This  was  a very  good  group  of  kids,  but 
there  is  a couple  criteria  I have  for  taking  a 
team  to  Henley,”  said  Washburn.  “They  have 
to  be  fast  enough  that  they  won’t  embarrass 
themselves  at  that  level  of  competition  be- 
cause this  isn’t  just  another  race.  It’s  pretty 
special  and  it  has  to  be  meaningful  to  the 
kids.  They  also  have  to  be  a group  that  likes 
each  other  as  we  spend  a month  living  in  ve- 
ry, very  close  quarters.  It  can  be  a rough 
month,  but  from  early  in  the  season  I could 
tell  that  this  was  a special  group.” 

Practice  ramped  up  as  the  UK  trip  ap- 
proached, and  team  members  still  groan  at 
the  recollection  of  completing  seven  seven- 
minute  pieces  in  succession. 

“It’s  by  far  the  hardest  thing  we’ve  ever 
done,”  said  Martin.  “I  remember  it  was  hot 
out  and  essentially  we  had  to  go  all  out  for 
seven  minutes,  seven  times  in  a row  without 
much  of  a break  in  between.  We  had  all  been 
nervous  before  practice  knowing  that  coach 
was  going  to  challenge  us,  but  we  made  it  out 
of  there  and  it  just  gave  us  more  confidence 


in  our  abilities.” 

Enough  confidence  that  the  Andover  en- 
try landed  in  the  UK  and,  before  the  Henley 
even  started,  captured  the  nearby  Reading 
Regatta,  a shorter  sprint-like  race. 

The  first  day  at  Henley,  the  Phillips  team 
won  by  more  than  four  boat  lengths  over  the 
Kingston  Grammar  School.  They  followed 
the  next  day  with  a similarly  convincing  tri- 
umph over  St.  Edward’s. 

Andover  entered  as  underdogs  against 
highly  touted  Abingdon  and,  even  though 
the  UK  power  led  by  as  much  as  a length  en- 
tering the  final  600  meters,  Andover  found  a 
pair  of  extra  gears,  accelerating  to  win  by 
three  seats. 

Unable  to  produce  a second  miraculous  fi- 
nal sprint,  Andover  succumbed  to  The  King’s 
School  in  its  semifinal  on  July  1 . 

But  all  in  all,  it  was  a spectacular  show- 
ing, especially  for  a team  that  didn’t  even  get 
its  boat  until  four  days  after  it  arrived  in  Eng- 
land. 

“That’s  the  thing  about  this  team,  they 
just  figured  I would  take  care  of  the  boat  is- 
sue and  they  made  the  best  of  what  they 
had,”  said  Washburn,  who  ultimately  bor- 
rowed a paii'  of  boats  before  the  team’s  own 
boat  arrived.  “Nothing  seemed  to  faze  them. 
The  kids  were  focused  and  figured  that  if  ev- 
eryone did  their  job,  everything  else  would 
work  out  in  the  end.” 

Sure,  they  missed  Soho,  I^icester  Square, 
and  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  But  there’s  always 
next  year  ...  if  the  Big  Blue  are  not  too  busy 
winning  again.

Crew  coach  wins 
a coveted  honor 


Washburn  joins 
exclusive  club

Pete  Washburn  knows  a thing 
or  two  about  exclusive  clubs. 

In  his  25  years  at  the  helm  of 
the  Phillips  Andover  crew  pro- 
gram, only  four  of  the  team’s  boats 
have  gained  his  stamp  of  approval 
to  travel  to  the  annual  Royal  Hen- 
ley Regatta  on  the  River  Thames. 

This  year,  Washburn  himself 
won  a coveted  position  with  the 
regatta. 

The  same  day  the  Phillips  And- 
over boys’  varsity  eight  won  its 
first  race  at  the  competition, 
Washburn  was  inducted  as  a 
member  into  the  Leander  Club, 
which  bills  itself  as  the  world’s  old- 
est and  most  renowned  rowing 
club. 

“It  was  an  honor  to  be  accept- 
ed, and  it  was  especially  nice  to 
have  this  group  over  there  to  cele- 
brate it  with,”  said  Washburn,  a 
Delaware  native  who  moved  to  the 
region  after  his  time  in  the  US  Na- 
val Academy.  “I  re- 
ceived the  news  the 
Monday  before  Hen- 
ley started,  but  I 
didn’t  tell  the  kids  be- 
cause I didn’t  want  to 
distract  them.  They 
found  out  and  made 
a big  deal  of  it,  but  I 
wanted  them  to  focus 
on  their  thing.” 

The  Andover  en- 
try reached  the  semi- 
finals of  the  Princess 
Elizabeth  Challenge 
Cup,  the  schoolboy 
competition,  before 
being  edged  by  The 
King’s  School  of 
Chester,  England,  for 
a spot  in  the  finals. 

Members  of  the 
team  shower  Wash- 
burn with  praise,  giv- 
ing him  all  the  credit 
for  their  success. 

“Coach  knows  everything  there 
is  to  know  about  crew,”  said  Geoff 
Martin,  a Boxford  native  who  will 
be  a senior  in  the  fall.  “A  lot  of 
coaches  from  other  programs  are 
always  asking  him  questions  like 
how  to  rig  their  boat.  Everyone 
knows  how  much  knowledge  he 
has  about  the  sport.  He’s  so  well 
respected  as  a coach.” 

Washburn  taught  at  the  St. 
Mark’s  School  in  Southborough 
before  coming  to  Andover  in  1980. 
His  coaching  helped  turn  a one- 
year,  part-time  position  into  a per- 
manent job,  and  his  family  quickly 
dropped  anchor  here. 

Now  the  Washburn  family  can 
field  its  own  varsity  eight  (includ- 
ing a coxswain).  Pete  Washburn 
and  his  wife,  Kit,  have  nine  chil- 
dren: Hunter,  25;  Spencer,  23;  Tay- 
lor, 21;  Skylar,  19;  Walker,  17; 
Parker,  15;  Summer,  13;  Chandler, 
8;  and  Kiefer,  6. 

“The  great  thing  about  Phillips 
Andover  is  that  we  don’t  have  to 
worry  about  housing  them,  feed- 
ing them,  or  educating  them,” 
Washburn  said.  “They’ve  got  it  all 
right  here.  And  the  community 
has  great  role  models  for  each  of 
them.” 

The  three  oldest  children  along 
with  Parker,  a senior,  rowed  at 
Phillips  Andover.  Hunter  graduat- 
ed from  the  Naval  Academy,  where 
he  rowed  until  2004  and  is  serving 
in  the  Navy.  Spencer  graduated 


from  Princeton,  where  he  rowed 
until  2005  and  now  teaches  and 
coaches  at  the  Hunt  School  of 
Princeton  in  New  Jersey.  Taylor 
competes  in  the  lightweight  divi- 
sion at  Princeton,  where  he  will  be 
a junior.  Parker  was  part  of  And- 
over’s success  this  year  at  Henley. 

But  the  athletic  talent  is  not 
limited  to  oarsmen  in  the  Wash- 
burn family.  Skylar  recently  com- 
pleted her  first  year  at  Vanderbilt 
and  is  a squash  player  who  is 
studying  elementary  education. 
Walker  is  a cyclist  at  Andover,  who 
also  dabbles  in  cross-country  ski- 
ing. 

Somehow  Washburn  finds 
time  to  not  only  be  a father  and 
coach,  but  also  a dean  and  a math 
teacher  at  the  school.  When  he 
granted  permission  to  his  varsity 
eight  to  travel  to  Henley,  the  nine 
team  members  piled  into  a tiny 
residence  hall  while  the  rest  of 
their  classmates  broke  for  summer 
vacation.  And,  in  Washburn  fam- 
ily fashion,  Peter  and  his  wife  took 
the  athletes  in  as  if  they  were  their 
own  children. 

“Mr.  Washburn  has  a big  family 
himself,  but  we  were  living  right 
next  door  and  they 
were  so  extremely 
supportive,”  said  cox- 
swain Michelle  Darby, 
a senior  and  North 
Andover  native.  “His 
family  cooked  dinner 
for  us  every  night  and 
we  could  hang  out 
there  when  we  were 
not  on  the  water.  They 
are  amazing  people.” 

The  folks  at  the  Le- 
ander Club  thought 
so,  too.  Nominated  by 
Hart  Perry,  longtime 
rowing  coach  at  Kent 
School  in  Connecti- 
cut, Washburn  earned 
entry  to  a club  that 
was  founded  in  1818 
and  based  in  London 
in  the  country’s  early 
days  of  amateur  row- 
ing. The  club’s  website 
touts  its  membership  as  “distin- 
guished past  and  present  British 
and  overseas  oarsmen  and  oar- 
swomen,  together  with  those  who 
have  given  special  service  to  the 
sport  of  rowing.” 

Those  around  the  Phillips  And- 
over program  will  tell  you  that 
Washburn  continually  finds  ways 
to  make  his  teams  better.  The 
progress  over  the  past  quarter- 
century  has  been  remarkable,  but 
the  head  coach  himself  is  even 
more  extraordinary. 

“My  father  was  a rowing  coach 
and  so  very  early  on  I became 
aware  of  the  sport,”  said  Wash- 
burn. “I  grew  up  at  a private 
school  in  Delaware  and  I rowed 
there  and  in  college  before  doing  it 
internationally  a bit.  I had  three 
brothers,  and  all  of  us  rowed.” 

Washburn  knows  some  of  his 
own  children  will  continue  that 
legacy.  He  never  forced  any  of  his 
children  to  take  up  the  sport,  but 
he  admits  it’s  an  unbelievable  op- 
portunity to  coach  them  when 
they  do  gravitate  to  the  boat. 

And  everyone  has  been  in  the 
boat  at  least  once.  The  Washburns 
sent  out  a Christmas  card  recently 
that  featured  all  nine  children  in 
their  own  varsity  eight. 

“We  joked  that  we  had  nine 
now,  so  we  could  finally  stop,”  said 
Washburn  with  a chuckle.  “Some- 
one said,  “You  have  your  own  base- 
ball team  now.’  We  said,  ‘No,  we 
have  enough  for  our  own  boat.’  ”

Filiberti  ’07  Dominates  Cyclocross  Race, 
Becomes  Junior  National  Champion

Imagine  a sport  that  combines 
mountain  biking,  road  cycling, 
and  a demanding  obstacle  course. 
Add  in  the  ferocity,  grit,  and 
competitive  spirit  associated  with 
physical  sports  like  hockey,  and 
you've  got  cyclocross.  To  suc- 
ceed in  cyclocross,  you  have  to 
be  not  only  extraordinarily  well- 
conditioned,  but  fiercely  compet- 
itive, highly  self-disciplined,  and 
just  a little  bit  insane.  In  short, 
you  have  to  be  Arielle  Filiberti 
'07. 

On  December  10,  Filiberti 
won  Junior  National  Cyclocross 
Championships  in  the  ages  17-18 
Women's  division.  Not  only  did 
she  beat  out  her  closest  competi- 
tor, former  champion  Stephanie 
White,  by  over  a minute,  but 
Filiberti  also  edged  out  the  win- 
ner of  the  Collegiate  division  and 
beat  the  winner  of  the  Under  23 
Women's  division  by  over  three 
minutes.  Equally  impressive  is 
the  fact  that  this  is  only  Filiberti's 
first  year  competing  in  the  sport. 

Cyclocross  is  a hybrid  of  on- 
and  off-road  cycling.  At  certain 
points  on  the  course,  competitors 
hop  off  their  bikes  to  jump  over 
series  of  barriers  while  carrying 
their  bikes.  In  addition,  courses 
are  packed  with  sharp  turns,  steep 
slopes,  mud  and  gravel,  and 
whatever  elements  nature  might 
add. 

Championships  were  held 
this  year  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  at  Roger  Williams  Park. 
Athletes  raced  three  laps  around 
the  3.2  km  course,  which  includ- 
ed a set  of  stone  and  cement 
stairs,  about  1 km  of  paved  road, 
and  200  meters  of  gravel  trail. 
Additionally,  riders  competed  in 
over  two  feet  of  ice  and  snow.  For 
Filiberti,  however,  the  snow  was 
an  advantage.  Because  she  trains 
in  New  England,  she  has  had 
more  experience  racing  in  the 
snow  than  her  opponents. 

Filiberti  began  training  for 
cyclocross  races  over  the  sum- 
mer. She  and  previous  champion 
White  were  fairly  well-matched, 
but  by  early  fall,  Filiberti  was 
beating  White  on  a regular  basis. 
However,  upon  returning  to 
school,  between  classes  and  field 
hockey,  Filiberti  had  less  time  to 
train  and  lost  her  edge,  and  White 
began  to  beat  her  in  races.  Coach 
Frank  McCormack,  a former 
National  Champion  himself,  had 
told  Filiberti  that  this  would  hap- 
pen, so  she  was  prepared  for  it 
and  began  to  increase  training  to 
prepare  herself  for  Nationals. 

From  six-AM  interval  train- 
ing to  runs  or  cycling  after  field 
hockey,  Filiberti  took  her  new 
training  plan  seriously.  In  the 
weeks  preceding  Nationals, 
which  alio  coincided  \yith  field 
hockey  championships,  she 


trained  both  on  and  off  her  bike 
for  up  to  two  hours,  three  times  a 
day.  Filiberti  created  a makeshift 
cyclocross  course  on  Rafferty 
Field,  and  wore  a trail  in  to  the 
ground  from  heavy  use.  She  said, 
“I  knew  I had  it  in  me  to  condi- 
tion myself  enough  to  win  - 1 just 
didn't  know  if  I would  be  ready  in 
time.”  Two  weeks  before 
Nationals,  Filiberti  beat  White 
for  the  first  time  since  the  sum- 
mer. 

At  Nationals,  Filiberti's  strat- 
egy was  to  tail  White  for  the  first 
half-lap  to  get  a feel  for  how 
White  was  racing  and  how  she 
herself  felt.  “We  both  had  a real- 
ly good  start,”  she  said,  “but  I 
could  tell  I was  stronger,  because 
she  had  to  work  much  harder  than 
I did  to  keep  the  pace.”  Although 
she  had  already  fallen  twice, 
Filiberti  took  the  lead  during  the 
first  lap.  White  fell  shortly  there- 
after, and  was  unable  to  stay  with 
Filiberti  as  she  pushed  the  pace 
faster  and  faster.  Filiberti  won 


decisively  by  a minute  and  16 
seconds  and  became  the  Junior 
National  Cyclocross  Champion. 

Filiberti  hopes  to  carry  her 
success  from  cyclocross  in  to 
road  racing.  She  is  already  a force 
in  national  competitions,  and 
aspires,  this  year,  to  win  Junior 
National  Road  Championships 
and  earn  a spot  on  the  US  team. 

Filiberti  is  the  captain  of 
Andover's  cycling  team,  as  well 
as  the  top  female  cyclist  from  the 
school  and  one  of  the  elite  in  the 
league. 

Sho  is  also  Andover's  fastest 
female  Nordic  skier,  finishing 
1 1th  at  Interschols  last  year  in  her 
first  year  of  the  sport,  and  a mid- 
fielder and  three-year  member  of 
the  Andover  Girls  Varsity  Field 
Hockey  team.  With  these  accom- 
plishments and  now  the  Junior 
National  Cyclocross 

Championship  under  her  belt, 
Filiberti  has  established  herself  to 
be  an  Andover  athlete  of  the 
highest  caliber.

Filiberti  ’07  Leads  PA’s  One-Two-Three  Finish; 
Boys  Cycling  Takes  Tough  Loss  to  Exeter  Squad

“I  knew  I was  going  to  win 
because  these  courses  are  my 
strengths,  flat  and 
fast,”  commented 
James  Kren- 
dal-Clark  ’07 
after,  his  victory 
against  Exeter 
this  past  Satur- 
day. For  the  last 
race  of  the  sea- 
son, the  Andover  cycling  team 
traveled  to  Exeter  for  an  Andover 
vs.  Exeter  time  trial.  The  Girls  A 
annihilated  the  Exies  to  a point  of 
embarrassment,  concluding  in  an 
undefeated  season.  Even  though 
Krendal-Clark  ’07  won  the  time 
trial  in  19:55  and  Colin  Touhey 
’06  finished  third  and  Dave  Heigh- 
tington  ‘06  finished  in  fourth,  the 
Exeter  Boys  overpowered  Ando- 
ver’s Boys  A and  B.  After  com- 
bining the  Boys  and  Girls  scores, 
Exeter  finished  victoriously  by  a 
margin  of  one  point. 

Unlike  any  of  the  other  cours- 
es competed  on  this  season,  this 
course  was  only  8.75  miles  long: 
Shaped  in  the  form  of  a P,  the  rid- 
ers started  on  a side  road,  passed 
the  finish  line,  and  then  looped 
around  the  rest  of  the  rolling  hill 
course  to  the  finish  line  again. 
Since  it  was  a time  trial,  all  the 
riders  started  30  seconds  apart 
from  each  other.  This  is  contrary 
to  normal  road  races,  where  the 
riders  start  in  pack. 

The  Girls  A won  the  compe- 
tition with  a score  of  11-25  (the 
lower  score  being  victorious) 
and  in  one-two-three  finishes. 
Captain  Arielle  Filiberti  ’07  won 
gold  with  a time  of  21 : 17,  making 
that  her  seventh  win  this  season. 
Berol  Dewdney  ’09  also  had  an 
impeccable  race,  finishing  second 
for  her  third  week  in  a row.  Lily 
Stein  ’07  placed  behind  Dewdney 
‘09  in  third,  and  Roxy  Pierson  ’07 
crossed  the  line  in  fifth. 

The  purpose  of  a time  trial  is. 
for  the  cyclists  to  ride  at  a high 
intensity  throughout  the  entire 
course.  One  difficulty  about  time

trials  is  that  there  are  no  riders  to 
catch  a draft  off  of.  Heighington 
’06  commented,  “The  wind  was 
brutal.” 

Looking  back  on  this  last  race 
and  his  two-year  Andover  cycling 
career,  Heighington  ’06  com- 
mented, “I’m  proud  of  iny  perfor- 
mance. Going  from  competing  in 
the  C races  last  year  to  being  the 
lead  rider  in  the  B races  this  year 
was  amazing.  I really  could  not 
have  asked  for  more.” 

Though  the  results  did  not 
demonstrate  such,  the  Big  Blue 
was  a stronger  team  than  the  Big 
Red.  With  the  absence  of  Ando- 
ver’s best  boy  rider  Andrew  Clay 


’08,  Exeter  lucked  out.  If  he  had 
competed,  the  Big  Blue  would 
have  without  a doubt  defeated 
Exeter.  In  fact,  had  an  Andover 
rider  gone  one  second  faster  and 
not  tied  with  an  Exeter  rider  for 
ninth  place,  Andover  would  have 
won. 

When  asked  for  her  closing 
thoughts  on  the  season.  Captain 
Filiberti  ‘07  commented,  “The 
riders  did  an  awesome  job;  it  was 
a strong  season,  especially  for  the 
Girls’  A.  Next  year  should  be 
good  too  since  a lot  of  the  riders 
are  returning.”

Coming  from  Scituate,  Mas- 
sachusetts to  complete  a PG 
year  at  Andover,  Alyse  Ken- 
nedy ’06  has  made  her  mark  on 
Andover  in  many  ways,  most 
noticeably  on  the  athletic  fields.

What  has  been  your  best 
moment  here  at  Andover  this 
year? 

Committing  to  Cal  was 
definitely  my  best  moment.  My 
commitment  proved  to  me  that 
coming  to  Andover  was  really 
worth  it  because  I was  able  to  get 
in  to  an  amazing  school  where  I 
can  play  lacrosse.  Committing 
early  also  took  a lot  of  pressure 
off  me  because  I have  been  able 
to  really  enjoy  my  time  here  at 
Andover  and  not  have  to  worry 
about  getting  into  college. 

Now  onto  lacrosse,  how  is 
the  lacrosse  team  shaping  up 
this  spring? 

We’re  gonna  be  sick.  As  a 
team,  we  have  a ton  of  amaz- 
ing girls.  Usually  it  takes  half  a 
season  for  a team  to  fall  into  its 
groove  and  connect,  but  in  one 
scrimmage  we’ve  shown  that 
we  really  work  well  together.

Also,  everyone  starts 
off  at  a higher  level  of  play  at 
Andover. 

Why  did  you  choose  to  at- 
tend Cal  Berkeley? 

First  and  foremost,  the  la- 
crosse coach  at  Cal  contacted 
me.  I had  never  considered  Cal 
before  they  contacted  me,  and 
my  coach  told  me  that  they  had 
some  interest  in  me.  I went  out 
there  on  an  official  visit  and  fell 
in  love  with  the  place.  I hope 
that  I can  play  the  same  position 
at  Cal  but  cannot  know  for  sure. 
Because  it’s  West  Coast,  it’s  a 
relatively  new  program  but  it’s 
always  had  a winning  record 
and  always  plays  the  best  com- 
petition. The  program  is  defi- 
nitely on  the  rise  and  they  are 
serious  about  getting  their  name 
on  the  map.

While  Andover  held  Brooks  scoreless  over  the  next  two  innings,  it  was  able  to  do  some 
damage  of  its  own,  helped  in  part  by  its  improving  baserunning.

Tournament 

Brooks  defeated  Andover  twice  on  Sunday  in  the  seven-team,  two-day,  invitational  softball 
tournament  they  have  co-hosted  for  the  past  six  seasons  to  take  the  championship  trophy 
back  to  North  Andover,  but  the  Blue  did  themselves  proud  by  battling  through  injuries  to  key 
players  to  force  the  Lady  Bishops  to  play  at  their  best.  Ironically,  in  a year  of  historic  flood 
damage  this  was  the  first  Big  East  Tournament  to  go  the  distance  in  three  years,  as  the  event 
has  been  plagued  by  rain  and  even  a snowstorm  that  have  prevented  completion  of  the 
competitive  slate.  Last  year,  a Final  Four  comprised  of  two  undefeated  teams  and  the  co-hosts 
was  aborted  by  heavy  rain. 

Andover  and  Brooks  have  built  a hotly-contested  local  softball  rivalry  in  recent  years,  and  in 
2006  they  came  into  the  tournament  weekend  with  rain-curtailed  but  identical  10-2  records. 
PA,  which  had  played  just  one  game  in  a three-week  span,  got  the  nod  as  the  top  seed  and 
the  first-round  bye  that  went  with  it,  on  the  strength  of  its  April  24th  7-4  win  over  the  Lady 
Bishops.  It  was  fitting  that  two  such  evenly-matched  teams  would  advance  to  the  winner- 
take-all  championship  game,  but  first  they  had  to  defeat  other  opponents.  Brooks  pushed 
aside  Milton  Academy,  the  field's  only  sub-. 500  team,  8-1,  before  topping  tough  Lawrence 
Academy,  5-2.  Meanwhile,  in  its  half  of  the  brackets,  Andover  beat  BB&N,  6-1,  in  a game 
featuring  a terrific  running  backhand  catch  of  a liner  to  right-center  field  by  RF  Sara  Ho  '08, 
and  a strong  performance  by  P Claire  Fox  '06.  Just  two  days  prior  to  the  BET,  PA  suffered  the 
first  of  what  would  be  two  serious  injuries  when  C Stephanie  Clegg  '08  hurt  her  foot  during 
practice,  and  in  the  BB&N  game,  SS  Lindsay  Maroney  '07  went  to  the  sidelines  with  a sprained 
elbow,  hurt  while  diving  for  a ball  in  the  fifth  inning.  Clegg  was  able  to  play  part-time  on 
Saturday  and  early  on  Sunday  before  resuming  her  position  behind  the  plate,  but  Maroney 
was  done  for  the  duration.  The  limited  availability  of  these  two  players,  a potent  offensive 
tandem  in  the  middle  of  the  Blue  batting  order,  significantly  weakened  Andover's  attack. 
However,  the  games  went  on  as  they  always  do,  and  the  bench  did  its  best  to  rise  to  this 
challenge. 

Ariana  Wilkinson  '06,  the  team's  backup  catcher  who  had  been  pressed  into  duty  at  first  base 
when  Emily  Cokorinos  '08  was  felled  by  illness,  caught  ten  innings  in  the  BET,  while  Veda 
Eswarappa  '08  and  Cokorinos,  who  was  cleared  for  limited  play,  shared  first  base.  Captain 
Melissa  Tetreau  '06  shifted  from  third  to  shortstop,  and  Sarah  Boylan  '09  moved  to  3B  from 
left  field.  Eswarappa,  Kelci  Thomasco  '08,  Lauren  Shevlin  '08  and  even  Fox  saw  action  in  left 
field.  The  pitching  chores  were  shared  by  Fox,  Eswarappa  and  Boylan,  although  Fox  saw  the 
bulk  of  the  action  during  the  tournament. 

When  she  was  hurt,  Maroney  had  already  gone  3-for-3  in  the  first  game,  including  two  doubles 
and  an  RBI.  In  the  next  game,  PA  was  dumped  from  the  winners'  bracket  by  Brooks,  6-1, 
despite  a fine  fielding  exhibition  by  SS  Tetreau,  who  recorded  two  putouts  and  six  assists.  Fox 
was  ineffective  and  Eswarappa  limited  Brooks  to  one  run  over  the  final  four  innings,  but  the 
result  was  never  in  doubt.

On  Friday,  April  7,  the  PA  Boys  Varsity  A tennis  team  travelled  to  Belmont  Hill  to 
start  their  season  on  a rainy  day  indoors.  Belmont  Hill  had  requested  the  venue 
change  earlier  in  the  week,  and  they  surprised  the  Blue  with  a format  different 
from  last  year's,  requiring  Andover  to  take  the  courts  immediately  with  their 
opponents,  play  singles  first,  with  no-ad  scoring  and  with  each  of  only  two  sets 
counting  as  one  point  toward  the  team  total.

Living  up  to  its  #1  seeding,  An- 
dover Boys  Track  won  the  NEPSTA 
interscholastic 
meet  for  the  fifth 
time  in  six  years 
with  127  points 
(37  points  clear

and  much  help 
from  Jason  Soule  '06,  who  captured 
first  in  the  300m  hurdles  and  second 
in  the  110  hurdles  and  anchored  the 
4x4  to  second  and  the  4x1  to  third. 
Altogether.  Soule  contributed  32 
points  to  Andover’s  score  and,  as 
an  individual,  would  have  finished 
ahead  of  Hotchkiss,  the  seventh 
place  team  in  a meet  of  1 1 . 

Andover  had  a great  day  in  al- 
most every  event.  Out  of  17  events, 
Andover  scored  in  15  and  had  two 
scorers  in  eight  of  those  15. 

The  sprints  started  out  with  the 
4x1 00m  relay  and  the  team  of  Greg 
Hsu  ’06.  Lou  Tejada  ’08,  Mike 
Donelan  ’08,  and  Soule  captured 


third  place. 

In  the  individual  100m,  Charlie 
Houghton  '06  ran  an  11.17  for  sec- 
ond place  while  Tejada  ran  an  1 1.45 
for  sixth  place. 

In  the  400m,  despite  blazing  the 
first  200,  Merzudin  Ibric  ’06  man- 
aged to  hold  it  together  in  order  to 
get  second  in  49.88,  with  Chad  Hol- 
lis ’08  in  sixth  place  with  a 51.09, 
re-breaking  his  Lower  record. 

Ibric  did  not  feel  well  after  the 
race  but  still  came  back  to  barely 
make  it  into  the  200m  finals  on  time 
as  opposed  to  placement  (top  two 
in  each  heat  as  well  as  the  next  two 
fastest  times  advance).  Later  in  the 
meet,  he  recovered  to  set  a stadium 
record  and  win  the  event  in  22.4. 

Soule  took  first  in  the  300m  hur- 
dles with  a time  of  39.6  and  second 
in  the  1 10m  hurdles  in  15.03.  Edwin 
Kulubya  ’06  was  disqualified  in  the 
110  after  the  officials  claimed  that  he 
was  purposefully  hitting  hurdles  on 
the  way  over. 

To  add  to  his  second  in  the 
100m,  Houghton  also  came  away 
with  the  victory  in  the  long  jump, 
jumping  21’9.5”  to  win  by  over  a 
foot.  Hollis  also  placed,  jumping 


19’5.5”  for  sixth. 

In  the  triple  jump,  Jae-Yeop  Kim

The  conditions  were  windy  and  cold  for  the  first  varsity  Ultimate  game  in  Phillips 
Academy  history.

Many  Players  Will  Play  New  Positions  this  Year

Following  last  year’s  disap- 
pointing season,  the  Andover 
Boys  Volleyball 
team  is  hungry  for 
a more  success- 
ful season.  After 
graduating  only 
Volleyball  five  seniors  last 
year,  the  Big  Blue 
will  depend  on  eight  returning 
players,  including  four  returning 
starters,  to  carry  the  team.

He  will  be  responsibly  placing 
the  ball  where  Andover  hitters 
can  strike  back. 

Ekow  Essel  ’07  and  James 
McGuinness  ’08  join  the  two 
captains  as  the  other  returning 
starters.  McGuiness,  who  is  also 
changing  his  position,  is  making 
the  move  from  libero  to  outsider 
hitter.  Joining  him  at  outside 
hitter  is  Jonathan  Lee  ’07.  The 
outsides  this  year  will  focus  pri- 
marily on  defense,  including  us- 


ing their  quickness  to  make  more 
successful  passes  to  the  setter. 

Essel  brings  his  height  to  the 
middle  to  stop  the  other  team’s 
offense  cold.  Although  often 
expected  as  a defensive  player, 
Essel  can  execute  smart  plays  in 
order  to  get  kills. 

Returning  letterman  Peter 
Yao  ’07  is  stepping  up  to  a key 
role  as  setter  for  the  Andover 
offense.  After  an  active  off-sea- 
son playing  club  volleyball,  Yao 
aims  to  improve  his  play  from 
last  year  and  run  the  offense 
along  with  fellow  setter  Co-Cap- 
tain Kalter. 

Completing  the  starting  line 
up,  Wesley  Mui  ’06  is  playing 
the  back  row  as  the  libero. 

Along  with  the  returning 
players,  there  are  a few  new 
faces  making  appearances  on  the 
court. 

Co-Captain  Schwartz  said, 
“The  new  players  add  depth  to 
the  team  adding  height  and  ath- 
letic ability.” 

The  new  players  to  join  the 
team  are  Andrew  Park  ’06,  Jeff 
Bakkensen  ’06,  Ahmet  Tanner 
’07  and  Jason  Zhu  ’07. 

The  main  difference  with  this 
year’s  squad  and  last  year’s  is  the 
added  height  and  athletic  ability 
both  the  returners  and  newcom- 
ers bring  to  the  team.  This  year, 
the  Blue  boasts  a hard-hitting  of- 
fense backed  by  relentless  spikes 
from  the  front  and  back  row. 

Co-Captain  Schwartz  said, 
“Everyone  on  the  team  can  score 
from  every  position.  The  prob- 
lem will  be  getting  them  the 
ball  on  defense  in  order  to  make 
the  plays  on  offense.  After  our 
disappointing  finish  in  the  final 
tournament  last  year,  the  team  is

Defense  has  been  a perennial 
problem  for  Andover.  Starting 
early  in  the  season,  they  will  fo- 
cus on  improving  defense  with 
drills  designed  to  make  players 
used  to  digging  the  ball  in  dif- 
ferent situations.

Lee,  who  recorded 
an  impressive  3 aces  in  the  entire 
match,  served  remarkably  and  gave 
Andover  a 25-19  cushion.

Co-Captain  Schwartz  said,
